Council Delays Action 
On Housing Of Indians

The City Co u ncil Mo nday held 
o ff actio n o ne week o n whether 
to au tho rize the remo deling o f 
Willard Scho o l so that ho u sing 
can be p ro v ided fo r Wo u nded 
Knee defendants, families and 
su p p o rters. 


That decisio n came after a 
heated debate befo re the law­ 
makers which saw West Linco ln 
residents p ro test su ch a reno v a­ 
tio n and Indian leaders call fo r 
city su p p o rt to p ro v ide ho u sing 
du ring the trials. Tho se trials are 
schedu led to begin in late May o r 
early Ju ne. 


May o r Sam Schwartzko p f and 
the Rev . Bo b Jeambev , chair­ 
man o f the Linco ln Co mmittee 
o f Co ncerned Citizens, u rged the 
o ne-week delay to giv e the city , 
the co m m ittee and 
Indian 
leaders time to inv estigate all 
p o ssible ho u sing sites. 
The may o r v o iced a stro ng city 
co m mitm ent to help sho u lder 
the ho u sing resp o nsibility and 
u rged citizens to make the In­ 
dians feel as welco me as o ther 
v isito rs who attend fo o tball 
games and the State Fair. 
“ We want to gu arantee them a 
fair trial,” Schwartzko p f said, 
p o inting o u t that “ the sp o tlight 
o f the natio n will be o n Lin­ 
co ln.” 


He no ted that in bo th St. Pau l 
and Sio u x Falls, where o ther 
Wo u nded Knee related trials are 
being held, no city tax do llars 
are being u sed to ho u se Indians. 


Co u ncilman 
Jo hn 
Ro binso n 
has p ro p o sed the city sp end u p 
to $5,000 to bring the scho o l, 
no w o wned by the city , u p to 
bu ilding co de standards.

Jeambev said he did no t think 
the ex p enditu re o f city fu nds 
wo u ld be u nreaso nable, and 
might, he maintained “ be a go o d 
inv estment to av o id p erhap s a 
greater ex p enditu re later ” 
So me 40 residents o f the area 
attended the co u ncil meeting, 
with sp o kesman Harry Pierce 
co ntending Willard Scho o l “is 
o u r gro u nd.” 
“ We feel we o wn it and we 
do n't want any strangers co ming 
in," he said. 
Adam Lo o s said he tho u ght it 
was “silly to take a bu nch o f 
p eace-lo v ing p eo p le fro m So u th 
Dako ta and p lo p them do wn into 
the middle o f a p eace-lo v ing 
neighbo rho o d in Nebraska.” 


Ro ber Kuper presented a 
p etitio n signed by 284 p eo p le 
o bje c ting to the p ro p o sed 
ho u sing in the scho o l. Ku p er 
su ggested that the Indians be 
ho u sed in the o ld Air Fo rce 
barracks at the airp o rt o r at the 
Natio nal Gu ard Armo ry . 


Or, failing that, Ku p er asked. 
“ Why can t they liv e in a ho tel9 ” 
In a list o f o bjectio ns to the 
co u ncil, 
residents also co n­ 
tended the influ x o f Indians into 
the area w o u ld take away 
needed p ark and recreatio n 
facilities, wo u ld create a slu m 
co nditio n and wo u ld req u ire ad­ 
ditio nal p o lice and fire p ro tec­ 
tio n. The letter also ex p ressed 
fear that wo men and children 


wo u ld be mo lested. 
Ro binso n to ld the residents. 
“ Yo u 'v e po inted y o ur fing er 
at 
the wTo ng g ro up It s no t the In­ 
dians' fau lt y o u hav e no p arks, 
recreatio n o r libraries ” 
And resp o nding to residents’ 
charges, A-Go Sheridan o f the 
American 
Indian 
M o v ement 
said. “ We re no t asking to co me 
do wn here We do no t want any 
co nfro ntatio ns, 
bu t 
we do n't 
want o u r p eo p le o n the street ” 


Sheridan said he was o ffended 
by the p re ju d ic e o f so m e 
citizens, 
p o inting o u t that 
residents were no t co ncerned 
abo u t the scho o l’s u se u ntil p lans 
were made to ho u se Indians 
there. 


He asked. “ If this co mmu nity 
is so p eace-lo v ing, why can’t o u r 
children p lay to gether9 " 
The scho o l co u ld ho u se aro u nd 
7 5 p eo p le, the estim ated 
nu mber co ming to Linco ln at 
any o ne tim e fo r the trials, he 
said. 
Sheridan said the Indians 
p referred to be ho u sed u nder 
o ne ro o f, instead o f sp read o u t 
aro u nd the city . A central l<x a- 
tio n will resu lt in better secu rity 
by Indians, he said. 
Jeambev u rged the co u ncil no t 
to be sway ed by the fear and 
p reju dice disp lay ed by residents. 
Referring to a Friday night 
meeting in which residents were 
mo re v o cal in their o bjectio ns, 
he said a lo t o f their statements 
were based o n fear and misinfo r­ 
matio n.

One day she was at scho o l stu dy ing and 
the nex t day she was lau nched o n a fu ll­ 
time singing career 
That's the way Irish reco rding artist 
Dana describes her p lu nge into stardo m 
o n the internatio nal mu sic scene. 


In Linco ln fo r the p ast week v isiting 
her sister Su san Stein, Dana was 
delighted with the breather after three 
weeks o f co ncerts in Canada with the 
“ Stars o f the Lo ndo n Palladiu m” sho w. 


Fo r so meo ne who wanted to be a 
teacher, a career in sho w bu siness came 
abo u t rather u nex p ectedly 
It all began when she was selected to 
sing Ireland's entry in the 19 70 Eu ro v i­ 
sio n So ng Festiv al in Amsterdam Dana 
describes the co mp etitio n amo ng 22 co u n­ 
tries as “the biggest entertainm ent ev ent 
in Eu ro p e. 
It was held two mo nths befo re her 
scho o l finals, so she arriv ed in Ho lland 
with all her bo o ks. And then she wo n the 
o v erall co mp etitio n. 
“ It abso lu tely tu rned my life u p side 
do wn." she recalls. 


Her winning so ng, “ All Kinds o f 
Ev ery thing,” went o n to sell 2*4 millio n 
reco rds wo rld wide, earning fo r Dana two 
go ld disks and a silv er o ne. The tu ne held 
the No . 1 sp o t o n England’s charts fo r 
two weeks and went o n to be a to p hit in 
su ch far-away p laces as Bangko k and 
Singap o re. 


Co ntracted to Decca reco rding co m­ 
p any . she co ntinu ed to tu rn o u t to p ­ 
selling disks as well as satisfy demands 
fo r ap p earances in Eu ro p ean night clu bs 
and English cabarets. 
The first two y ears after her bu rst into 
fame were “abso lu tely dreadfu l." admits 
Dana. “I came fro m the secu rity o f seclu ­ 
sio n and ro u tine at scho o l to a Literally 
no n-sto p life with no ro u tine,” she 
ex p lained 
Fo r so meo ne who was terrified o f 


meeting p eo p le. Dana in lo o king back 
feels that "go ing in the deep end was 
go o d in a way becau se I had no thing to be 
frightened o f If I had to do it again I d be 
scared," she jested. 


The so ft-sp o ken so ngstress — who do es 
p o p u lar tu nes hu t no ro ck — has been o n 
stage with To m Jo nes, E ngelbert 
Hu mp erdinck, Jack Jo nes and To ny 
Bennett. 


As a tinker girl in ragged clo thes she 
made her film debu t in a children's 
mo v ie, “ Flight o f the Do v es." 
It was hardly a glamo ro u s ex p erience 
fo r the first-time actress; she go t v io lent­ 
ly ill du ring the sho o ting and infected the 
rest o f the crew with her v iru s. It rained 
day and night o n lo catio n in chilly 
Ireland, she related, and she has since 
to ld herself that “ I wo n t do a film again 
u nless it's in the Baham as'" 
She came to the Fnited States fo r the 
first o f two v isits to p ro mo te the film, 
which was released wo rld-wide Bu t her 
A m erican p erfo rm ances hav e been 
limited to an ap p earance o n the Merv 
Griffin sho w. 
No w that she's with Bell Reco rds, an 
American co mp any , she’s ho p ing that 
so me o f her reco rds will be released here 
and that she'll be able to co me o v er o n 
to u r. 


On her retu rn to Lo ndo n, she ll begin 
rehearsing fo r her o wn series with the 
British Bro adcasting Co rp . — a sp ecial 
v ariety sho w which will featu re Dana 
driv ing thro u gh the English co u ntry side. 


Unfo rtu nately , 
her 
p ro du cer didn’t 
kno w that Dana do esn’t kno w ho w to 
driv e, so she’ll hav e to take time o u t to 
get a license. 


Bo rn Ro semary Bro wn 23 y ears ago , 
Dana do esn t see herself as an ambitio u s 
p erso n. 
“ It's been a go o d life,” she say s, “ bu t if 
it all ended to mo rro w I'd be q u ite co ntent 
with what has hap p ened.” 
Lisbon Junta Appeals For Cease-Fire In Africa

Lisbo n - Po rtug al’s ruling military junta 
appealed Mo nday fo r a ceasefire in the co un­ 
try ’s three beleag uered African territo ries 
Gen. Francisco da Co sta Go mes, a leading 
member o f the junta and chief o f the jo int 
defense staff, pro mised that the g uerrilla 
fo rces that hav e been carry ing o n a 1 3 -y ear 
co stly war wo uld be able to participate in free 
po litical activ ity leading to a referendum o n 
the territo ries’ future at an unspecified date. 
Ev entual independence fo r the territo ries was 
no t specifically ex cluded. 
The g eneral spo ke at a news co nference 
here sho rtly after his return fro m Ang o la, the 
larg est and richest o f the three Po rtug uese 


po ssessio ns. He had asked the rebels there 
Sunday to lay do wn their arms, and Mo nday 
he said that Po rtug al was asking fo r a cease­ 
fire m Mo zambique and Guinea-Bissau as 
well. 
Co sta Go mes made it clear that the "new 
era” established in Po rtug al by the military 
o v erthro w o n April 25 o f the autho ritarian 
g o v ernment o f Premier Marcello 
Caetano 
applied to the administratio n o f Po rtug al’s 
African territo ries as well. 
He is understo o d to hav e g o ne to Ang o la 
because the autho rities there were no t 
co o perating with the junta in establishing the 
bases fo r a demo cratic life. Resistance to such 
chang e was swept away by his dismissal o f all 
the to p military co mmanders and o ther hig h- 


ranking au tho rities and their rep lacement by 
p eo p le lo y al to the ju nta. 
“I knew befo re I went (to Ango la),” he said, 
“ that reactio naries and o ther fo rces adv erse to 
the rev o lu tio n had aro u sed p u blic o p inio n in 
Ango la by attribu ting to the Ju nta o f Natio nal 
Salv atio n defeatist intentio ns o f immediate 
and u nco nditio nal abando nm ent.” 
Co sta Go mes thus indicated clearly that 
Po rtug al was no t no w prepared to hand o v er 
the territo ries to the rebels. He belittled their 
influence by say ing it did no t ex tend o v er 
much territo ry , and emphasized the pro cess o f 
free debate that the junta was try ing to es­ 
tablish in Po rtug uese life. 
Mo st leftist fo rces in Po rtug al fav o r neg o tia­ 
tio n with the rebels leading to independence

as a way o f ending the war immediately . To 
resist this p ressu re, the ju nta has been say ing 
that it is no t u p to it to decide bu t u p to the 
co u ntry as a who le thro u gh the demo cratic in­ 
stitu tio ns that will be fo rged in the nex t y ear. 
Bu t a sp o kesman co nfirmed that Gen An­ 
to nio de Sp mo la, the ju nta chairman, wo u ld 
beco me the p ro v isio nal p resident o f the 
rep u blic so o n u p o n the fo rm atio n o f a 
p ro v isio nal go v ernment with a civ ilian majo ri­ 
ty 
Sp ino ia is co nsidered likely to be elected 
p resident nex t y ear The general wo u ld thu s 
be in a co mmanding p o sitio n to adv ance his 
ideas fo r a federatio n o f eq u al Po rtu gu ese 
states, each o f which wo u ld hav e co mp lete 
au to no my .

Legislatu re’s Ju diciary 
Co mmittee Mo nday v o ted to 
denv Sen. Ernest Chambers o f 
Omaha the chairmanship o f a 
stu dy o n Nebraska's legal p ro fes­ 
sio n which he had p ro p o sed. 
C ha m be rs p ro m p tly a n ­ 
no u nced that he wo u ld no t p ar­ 
ticip ate in the stu dy since it was 
destined to beco me “a trav esty 
and a ho ax o n the p eo p le " 


After a sto rmy sessio n, the 
co mmittee adjo u rned witho u t 
naming a su bco mmittee to u n­ 
dertake the su rv ey . 


Chambers had p ro p o sed a 
stu dy o f many asp ects o f the 
legal p ro fessio n in the fo rm o f 
Reso lu tio n 132. ap p ro v ed by the 
19 74 Legislatu re, and su bmitted 
to the Ju diciary Co mmittee fo r 
actio n. 
Inclu ded wo u ld be the state 
bar ex am inatio n, 
p ro p o sed 
p erio dic ex ams fo r p racticing 
lawy ers, the dev elo p ment o f law 
sp ecialists, p ro p o sed co ntinu ing 
edu catio n p ro grams 
fo r lawy ers 
and ju dges, the adeq u acy o f 
Nebraska law scho o ls and the 
pr ac t ice o f c o m p u l s o r y 
membership in the bar asso cia­ 
tio n. 


Vthilc the sp o nso r o f a stu dy 
re s o lu tio n 
is 
no t 
alw ay s 
designated as the chairman o f 
the ensu ing stu dy , it is u nu su al 
when he is no t. 


Chambers said p ressu re fro m 
the bar asso ciatio n p ro du ced 
Mo nday ’s actio n in which o nly 
C ham bers him self v o ted to 
designate himself as chairman. 
Co mmittee members general­ 
ly said they believ ed the chair­ 
manship sho u ld go to a senato r 
who was neither a lawy er no r a 
law stu dent. Chambers is the 
latter 
altho u gh he said he 
p lanned to fo rego su m m er 
scho o l to chair the stu dv . 


Sen Jo hn DeCamp o f Neligh, 
who first raised the issu e by 
su ggesting his o wn name fo r the 
chairmanship , 
said 
Chambers 
wo u ld “attack the bar, rather 
than stu dy it.” 


DeCamp , who is a lawy er, was 
also denied the chairmanship . 


Sen. T erry C a rp e nte r o f 
Sco ttsblu ff then gained ap p ro v al 
to adjo u rn, leav ing any fu rther 
decisio n to a later meeting o f the 
co mmittee. 


“ The bar did its w o rk." 
Chambers said. “ It go t what it 
w anted." 
Sen. 
R ichard F ellm an o f 
Omaha accu sed Chambers o f 
“ p icking u p y o u r marbles and 
ru nning away 
fro m the stu dy 
ju >t becau se he wo u ld no t be the 
chairman 
Chambers said the reso lu tio n 
was a resu lt o f 
his w o rk, 
fo llo wing o n the heels o f his 
su ccessfu l effo rt to “ p u t du e 
p ro cess in the har ex am " 
sy stem. 
Chambers sp o nso red su ch a 
bill, which was v eto ed bv the 
go v erno r. 
Bu t, the* State Su p reme Co u rt, 
after meeting with Chambers 
and o ther senato rs du ring the 
legislativ e sessio n, changed its 
ru les to p ro v ide* fo r an ap p eal 
p ro cedu re. 
" I f i t ’s no t to o l a t e ,” 
C ham bers 
to ld c o m m itte e 
members, “ Ml enro ll in 'u m m er 
scho o l” and fo rego p articip atio n 
in the stu dy . 
In o ther actio n, the co mmittee 
au tho rized a $20 000 su rv ey to 
gather child su p p o rt co llectio n 
data which may serv e as the im­ 
p etu s fo r fu tu re* legislatio n. 
The co m m ittee’s statt 
was 
directed to co ntinu e p rep aratio n 
o f a rev ised criminal co de, and 
to stu dy the resu lts o f 19 74 hail 
refo rm legislatio n. 


Chambers rep eated his sup­ 
p o rt o f Warden Charles Wo lff as 
state co rrectio nal serv ices direc­ 
to r in lieu o f Go v . J. James

Additional Aid Rejected 


Washington (UPI) — The Senate rejected 
Monday an administration request for $266 
million in additional military aid to Saigon that 
the Pentagon said was vitally needed to supply 
South Vietnam with ammunition 
The rejection came on a 43-38 vote in favor of 
an amendment to a 1974 supplemental budget bill 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass, that 
barred the Defense Department from spending 
any more “unobligated” funds in Southeast Asia 
this year 
“ Unobligated” funds are those voted by 
Congress for some other purpose that the Pen­ 
tagon has not yet spent. In this case the Senate 
Armed Services Committee had determined that 
$266 million in arms shipped to Saigon in 1972-73 
were being charged against the 1974 aid ceiling of 


$1 126 billion. 
In March, the House rejected an administration 
plea to raise the ceiling to $16 billion, and the 
Senate committee did not seek to reverse that ac­ 
tion But it recommended charging the 1972-73 
shipments to the earlier years, thus freeing the 
$266 million for spending in 1974. 
The Senate action came after an earlier 41-39 
vote against tabling the Kennedy amendment, 
which was actually the key vote on the issue. 


The vote on Kennedy’s proposal marked the 
first time the Senate has acted against an aid 
proposal to South Vietnam, but the liberals who 
supported the measure made it clear that the ac­ 
tion was directed as much against Pentagon prac­ 
tices as against the Saigon government.

In his superintendent’s report.

Beatrice — A 113-acre industrial develop­ 
ment park which has been in the planning 
here for months got the official blessing of 
two main governmental subdivisions Mon­

Meeting in an unprecedented joint session, 
the Beatrice City Council and Gage County 
Board each approved a $150,000 expenditure 
to purchase and develop a site at the city’s 
north edge. The Beatrice Development Corp. 
has been promoting the venture as an attrac­ 
tion to industry 
Approved 8-0 by the council, the project 
generated considerably less enthusiasm at 
the county level. Three county supervisors 
voted for the measure, two abstained, and 
two were absent. 


Of the $300,000, which will come from 
revenue sharing funds, $88,000 is intended 
for land acquisition. The balance will be 
used to provide utilities and roads. 
Several persons spoke highly of the loca­ 
tion, which is near the municipal airport and 
less than a mile west of U.S. 77. The site 


adjoins the city limits north of the Glenover 
residential area. 


On another matter, the city council balked 
at expediting a requested water mam district 
to serve a $2 million housing development. 
Country Club Estate. 
Co-owners Lester Henderson of Beatrice 
and B. H. Backlund of Omaha urged im­ 
mediate creation to take advantage of a 
short-term price offer on pipe for a planned 
10-inch pibe. 
Although the development company and 
one other owner signed a petition to create 
the $60 thousand district, only 48 - of the 
total front footage was represented. Several 
councilmen questioned the fairness of 
assessing other property owners within the 
area. 
It was also pointed out. however, that the 
project — envisioned as 48 condominium un­ 
its and 36 individual homes — would 
alleviate the local housing shortage. 
After a rules suspension failed, on a 4-4 
vote, the council voted unanimously to give 
this matter first reading. Two more readings 
will be required for passage. 


Siefkes said he vrill meet

Americans generally are ig­ 
noring the nationwide 55 mile- 
an-hour speed limit imposed to 
save gasoline, but they are 
driving more slowly than they 
did before the energy crisis, an 
Associated Press survey shows. 
The AP sent reporters in the 
48 contiguous states to drive on 
the highways on May 1, keeping 
at a steady 55 m.p.h. pace. In all 
but a handful of states, drivers 
whizzed by cars traveling at the 
legal limit. 


Authorities say the number of 
speeding tickets is up. Troopers 
in Oregon and Texas say they've 
made more than twice as many 
arrests for speeding this spring 
than they did last year. 
Accidents and traffic deaths 
are down. The National Safety 
Council says traffic deaths this 
March were 25 per cent lower 
and some states reported that 
the fatahtv rate had been cut in 
half. 
The average speed of cars in 
most areas covered by the AP 
survey was between 65 and 70 
m.p.h ., above the legal limit, but 
below the rate motorists used to 


travel when the legal limit was 
70 m.p.h. 
Under legislation passed by 
Congress late last year, the 
states were given until March 4 
to lower the speed limit to 55 
m.p.h. or face the loss of federal 
funds. All 50 states complied. 
An AP road check in January 
showed that motorists in states 
which lowered their speed limit 
before the deadline were 
obeying the law. driving at about 
55 m.p.h. 


“ As the gas shortage goes 
down, people apparently feel the 
speed limit should be brought 
back up ... and I think they feel 
justified in speeding up,” said 
trooper Stephen Blydensburgh 
who patrols the New York State 
Thru way. 
The average speed on the toll 
road — which used to have a 65 
m.p.h. limit — was between 60 
and 70 m.p.h, during the AP 
check. Police report speeding 
arrests this April were about 110 
per higher than in the same 
month last year. 


Motorists had mixed reactions 
about the lower limit. Some said 
it was more enjoyable and gave 


them more time to gaze at the 
scenery. But most reported it 
was d ifficu lt to keep the 
speedometer from creeping up 
to match the flow of traffic and 
they said the slower speeds were 
monotonous. 
State police say they are 
vigorously enforcing the new 
limit and cite increased arrest 
statistics to back up their claim. 
But only one AP staff member 
— in Indiana — actually saw a 
patrol car stop anyone, while 
several reporters said they saw 
police ignore vehicles going well 
over 55 m.p.h. 
Authorities in most areas do 
allow drivers a little leeway, 
handing out warning citations or 
ignoring motorists who are 
exceeding the limit by less than 
five miles per hour. Most of­ 
ficials say they are in favor of the 
55 m.p.h. limit. 


Some state legislatures im­ 
posed lesser penalties for 
violations of the 55 m.p.h. limit 
than existed for exceeding 
higher speeds. In Idaho, for 
example, driving over 55 m.p h., 
but under 70 m.p.h. brings only a 
$5 fine and $7.50 in court costs.

A state-bv-state breakdown of 


the survey included: 


Iowa: 
Traffic on major 
highways seemed to average 
about 60 m.p.h. above the new 
limit, but below the old limit of 
75 m.p.h. on Interstates and 70 
m.p.h. elsewhere. Officials say 
arrests for speeding have in­ 
creased. 


Kansas: A driver doing 55 
m.p.h. on Interstate 70 was 
passed by 31 vehicles during a 
three-hour period and passed 
only two. Most of those who 
passed were doing 60 to 65 
m.p.h. The highway patrol said 
that 6.091 arrests for speeding 
were made during the week 
ended April 15, up from 2,352 in 
the same week last year. Lt. Col. 
Allen Rush of the patrol said, 
however, that prelim inary 
figures for the second half of 
April show fewer arrests, in­ 
dicating people are getting used 
to the slower speeds. 


Missouri: In general, residents 
are holding to the 55 m.p.h. 
limit, although the highway 
patrol still makes 400 speeding 
arrests a day, the same as in the 
middle of March. A driver on 200 
miles of freeways was passed 
only a dozen times in the almost 
four-hour drive. Maj. J.C. Smith, 
chief of enforcement for the 
highway patrol, said he drove to 
Kansas City and “ I was pleased 
I drove 55 in a private and wasn't 
passed half a dozen times.” 


Nebraska: A car driving at 55 
m.p.h. along Interstate 80 was 
passed by six vehicles and passed 
none. Most cars appeared to be 
traveling at about 60 or 65 m.p.h. 
The old limit on the Interestate 
was 75 m.p.h. Col. C.P 
Karthauser, superintendent of 
the state patrol, said speeding 
arrests in March were 90% 
higher than in February, but 
refused to speculate on the 
reason for the increase. 


Oklahoma: A drive on 
Interstate 40 showed general 
compliance. During two five- 
minute periods, a car going at 55 
m.p.h. neither passed anyone 
nor was passed. Traffic tickets 
are down from last year 5,724 in 
March, 1973, vs. 4,354 in March 
1974.

The 1973-74 school year has 
been the “ Year of the Arts“ in 
the Lincoln Public Schools As a 
result, students throughout the 
city have had the opportunity to 
increase their artistic awareness 
and ability by taking part in the 
numerous activities planned in 
conjunction with the program 
But what about the arts at 
home0 What can a parent — who 
is probably not especially 
talented in this area — do to 
allow his or her children to 
develop their artistic talents to 
the fullest — outside school as 
well as in° 
These are the questions that 
prompted a group of PTA 
members at Eastndge School to 
do some research into what can 
be done at home to supplement 
a child's artistic education 
Two papers — prepared by the 
PTA’s cultural arts committee, 
chaired by Mrs. Laura Henry — 
containing suggestions for 
parents, resulted from these in- 
quries. 
Mrs, Nancy Marshall was 
responsible for the paper dealing 
with music education in the 
home; and a similar paper, con­ 
cerning the visual arts, was 
prepared u n d e r the direction of 
Mrs. Shirley Pribek 
Mrs. Henry noted that, next 
year, the committee hopes to 
compile similar reports in the 
area of crafts and drama. 
A synopsis of suggestions con­ 
tained in the two papers, 
follows: 


MUSIC 


“ You don't need a musical in­ 
strument around the house in 
order to give your child an ap­ 
preciation of good sounds,’’ the 
paper states. 
“ If your five-vear-old happens 
to groove on the sound of the 
dryer, maybe it has a rhythm 
that your ear isn't tuned to.” 
A simple way to help the child 
develop his or her sense of 
rhythm, is for the parent to per­ 
mit the child to accompany 
songs on the radio by striking a 
pot with a wooden spoon 
“ Sing with your child,” is 
another suggestion. “ Make up 
new words to old songs.” (For 
example, the well-known “Go 
tell Aunt Rhodie the old gray 
goose is dead" could be changed 
to “Go tell Aunt Rhodie there's 
green paint on her head ” ). 
By doing this, you will be 
teaching the child to rhyme 
words, in addition to giving him 
or her a sense of rhythm. 
(However, it’s necessary that 
the original song be famiiiar to 
the child.) 


Parents can also: Hum the 
song to a TV show and see if the 
child can guess which show it is; 
sing all of a TV commercial 
except the brand name, and let 
the child fill it in; sing two 
songs, then clap the rhythm of 
one to see if the child can guess 
which one it is (or simply clap 
the rhythm of a very familiar 
song — “ Jin g le B e lls ,’’ 
“ Rudolph The Red-Nosed 
Reindeer” — and see if the child 
can guess the song without 
having heard the tune» 
Materials that can be used 
effectively for music education 
in the home include: 
Records — albums the parents 
like; Sesame Street records for 
younger children; “ Peter and 
the Wolf;” the “ Nutcracker 
S u ite ;’’ Woodie G uthrie 
“ Albums for the Young;” Walt 
Disney records, Neil Diamond, 
John Denver or the Beatles; 
Pete Seeger childrens' albums 
Music Books — “ Fireside 
Book Of Children's Songs;” 
“ Sesame Street Songbooks,” Dr. 
Seuss’ “ Cat In The Hat 
Songbook.” (The use of books 
requires some musical ability on 
the part of the parent ) 
Extra Materials — comb and 
waxed paper; washboard and 
comb (or substitute a broiler or 
cooling rack), or a wooden spoon 
and oatmeal box for percussion. 
The most important thing to 
remember, the paper states, is to 
be “ able to accept whatever the 
child presents to you as ‘good 
music.’ If the pleasure of making 
music is reinforced, all children 
will eventually develop a taste of 
their own as to what is good and 
what isn’t.” 


VISUAL ARTS 


Parents should “ try to buy 
good quality materials’’ in the 
area of visual arts, the second 
paper advises. 
“ Make sure colors are intense 
and apply easily and brilliantly. 
Brushes should be well-anchored 
in ferrule and should look fully 
round but come to a point when 
wet, unless they are long- 
handled flats for poster color 
“ You don't need a lot of colors 
in a paint set. Better paint and 
fewer colors provide a more 
satisfactory experience than a 
full range of hard-to-use, poor- 
quality colors.” 
Basic Necessities for a child’s 
art corner are as follows: 
—Scissors, crayons, paste, 
glue, drawing paper (preferably 
large), 
colored construction 
paper, water colors and brush, 
and, possibly, a smock A place

Homemakers Use Selected Vegetables 


In a recent survey by the 


Economics Research Service of 


the USDA, homemakers said 
they seldom or never served 14 
out of 26 vegetables listed. These 
were asparagus, beets, black­ 
eyed peas, broccoli, brussels 
sprouts, cauliflower, eggplant, 
lima beans, okra, radishes, 


spinach, squash, sweet potatoes 
and turnips 
Most frequently served 
vegetables, according to a recent 
USDA survey, include tomatoes, 
lettuce, white potatoes and 
white onions. More than half the 
homemakers questioned said 
they served these vegetables 
twice a week or more.

“ The curch is the slowest to change,” 
more than one speaker and audience 
member said this weekend during a 
seminar on the role and status of women 
in the church held as a part of the United 
Methodist Church’s District Academy. 
“ I am a liberated woman I have equal 
nghts in as much as women can have 
equal rights in a society which refuses to 
come to terms with situation,” said Betty 
Stevens, panel member during a discus­ 
sion held at the First United Methodist 
Church. 
But because she has equal rights and is 
“ busy earning a living, getting the car ser­ 
viced, figuring out income taxes and 
buying insurance,” Ms Stevens said she 
had no time to make speeches, go on 
marches or put out newsletters 
Speaking as a divorced woman, Ms 
Stevens called upon the churches to 
become more sensitive to the feelings of 
church members who are not a part of a 
married couple. 
“ I have been tired of the church which 
keeps perpetuating the myth that every 
family has a mother, father and 2‘ 2 
children, and that there is beauty all 
around when there’s love at home That 
perpetuation is present in prayers, in ser­ 
mons, in couple's organizations and in the 
sweetheart banquet. 
“ I ’m not going to fuss around with the 


church,” said Ms. Steven offering a 
challenge for change. “ For 40 years I ’ve 
been meeting the church where it is, and 
I want the church to meet me.” 


Miss Oma Lou Myers, minister of 
Christian education for Christ United 
Methodist Church, pointed out several 
areas of of discrimination against women 
working within the church ministry, but 
said that there are many things laywomen 
can do to encourage changes in these 
areas. 


Areas of discrimination include pay 
differences between male pastors and 
female ministers of education, inability to 
get the same kind and amount of 
scholarships for study, and subtle at­ 
titudes which force a woman always to 
prove herself, while the role and status of 
a male pastor is readily accepted 
Ministers of education must also accept 
the fact that they play “ second fiddle,” 
said Miss Myers, who pointed out that 
some who fought to play first fiddle found 
themselves out of a job. 
She said that it helps to be able to play 
“ second fiddle gracefully.” 
Audience responses to that remark in­ 
cluded, “ Maybe we need to change seats 
once in a while... Or find a new conduc­ 
tor.” 


Sounding a very positive note, Mrs 
Gladys Streeter, said that as a black 
woman she has found “ no personal dis­ 
crimination shown against me in the 
church” But she added that this is not the 
case with every black woman and said. “ I 
cannot rest until my sisteip are accepted 
as Christian women in the Methodist 
Church.”

1. Two hearts. There is no 
perfect rebid here; the best you 
can do is raise partner and hope 


he has five trumps and the 
values to bid again. You are a 
trump short for the heart raise, 
but you have 15 high-card points 
and a singleton to compensate 
for the trump deficiency. The 
fact that you elected to bid 
voluntarily suggests strongly 
that you don’t have a minimum 
hand, and this in and of itself 
invites North to bid again. 
Alternative bids are two clubs 
and two diamonds, but neither 
of them would reveal the heart 
support. 


2. Two spades. You should 
welcome the spade overcall and 


take advantage of it by 
cuebidding the suit. This tells 
partner that game is certain 
and that slam is a distinct 
possibility. 


For practical purposes, all 
you need for a small slam are 
five hearts to the K-J and a 
minor suit queen. For a grand 
slam you need little more than 
five trumps headed by the A-K. 
Even if partner signs off after 
the cuebid, you should be 
willing to go as high as five 
hearts in an effort to reach a 
slam.

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Viewpoints On Obscenity Aired

A Lincoln minister said he believ es 
gov ernment representativ es shou ld in­ 
stitu te and enforce censorship against 
obscenity becau se the law is “an instru c­ 
tor, a d irector’’ to “the highest moral 
stand ard s.” 
Bu t a Lancaster Cou nty d epu ty pu blic 
d efend er said censorship shou ld be 
minimized becau se of First Amend ment 
rights gu aranteed in the Constitu tion. 
The Rev . Ja ck Gla ss, minister a t the 
First Assembly o f Go d Church, to ld a 
sma ll a udience a t a deba te o n o bscenity 
a nd po rno g ra phy wha t “ Hea v en mig ht 
sa y o n the subject.” 


Isaiah said , ‘I will set u p my stand ard 
to the people.’ 
I think there are people in Nebrask a 
withou t stand ard s,” Glass said 
You and I are nev er going to be higher 
than ou r stand ard s , . . We are what we 
read and we are what we see .. . That is 
why ru les shou ld be set by people with 
the highest stand ard s of the commu nity , 
not the lowest,” he said . 
Glass also said he believ es there is a 
connection between obscenity and crime 
and q u oted the Bible, “As a man think eth 
wrong, so is he.” 


La nca ster Co unty Deputy Public 
Defender Pa ul Co nley sa id tha t a ltho ug h 


he ma y no t a ppro v e o f a lo t o f “ triple-X 
mo v ies,” the o bscenity sta tutes a s they 
no w sta nd a re leg a lly unso und. 


“Ju stice Potter Stewart in 1964 said ‘I 
d on't k now how to d efine it, bu t I k now it 
when I see it.’ 
“I'm afraid many of u s d on’t hav e that 
wisd om, and need a better d efinition," 
Conley said . 
He said laws d ealing with freed om of 
ex pression, or First Amend ment rights, 
are u nfair in that people d on’t k now u ntil 
after the Su preme Cou rt ru les on their ac­ 
tions whether or not they brok e the law. 
That is becau se there is no consistent, 
clear d efinition of obscenity , he said , 
whereas there is a law which clearly say s 
if a person d oesn t stop at a stop sign, he 
or she has brok en the law. 


The Supreme Co urt, in the Miller v s. 
Ca lifo rnia decisio n la st June, defined 
o bscenity a s a ny thing which, “ ta ken a s a 
who le, a ppea ls to the prurient interest in 
sex ; which po rtra y s sex ua l co nduct in a 
pa tently o ffensiv e wa y ; a nd which ta ken 
a s a who le, do es no t ha v e serio us, 
litera ry , a rtistic o r scientific v a lue.” 


Conley said he fav ors a law which k eeps 
obscene materials away from ju v eniles 
and those people who d o not want to see 
it (“u nsu specting recipients"). 
Bu t he said the new “ Miller ru le” 
protects ad u lts who d on't care and are 


not offend ed by obscene material. 
He said that a theater operator in a 
Georgia cou nty , for ex ample, was 
prosecu ted 
for showing “ Carnal 
Knowled ge,” an R-rated film, becau se it 
was fou nd to be u nacceptable in that loca­ 
tion. althou gh Conley said he think s it 
wou ld not hav e been in “99 99%” of the 
cou nties in the United States. 
He said a major fau lt with the new 
obscenity stand ard is that it places the 
bu rd en on the d efend ent to prov e that his 
material had some “seriou s” social 
red eeming v alu e, while the prev iou s stan­ 
d ard s forced the prosecu tor to show that 
the piece was “u tterly withou t social 
red eeming v alu e.” 


“ There is so mething 
wTo ng with tha t in 
a co untry where ev ery o ne is a ssumed in­ 
no cent until pro v en g uilty ,” Co nley sa id. 


“The First Amend ment is d rafted v ery 
broad ly .” he said , “ and any en­ 
croachm ents mu st be strenu ou sly 
watched . We mu st be carefu l not to tak e 
away more than we intend to,” he said .

In a telephone interv iew Mon­ 
d ay , Martin said he fou nd the 
read ing v ery d ifficu lt, and that 
he thou ght it wou ld be a good 
thing if Presid ent Nix on tu rned 
the su bpoenaed tapes ov er to 
the 
Hou se Ju d iciary 
Com­ 
mittee, which is inv estigating 
impeachment 
proceed ings 
against the Presid ent. 
Speak ing of the transcripts, 
Martin said , “They hav e these 
places where it say s inau d ible, or 
d eleted or so forth Then the 
nex t person speak s, and it 
d oesn t jibe in with what they 
were talk ing abou t ju st a mo­ 
ment before. It's v ery d ifficu lt 
and hard to read .” 
Martin was also critical of 
some of the langu age being u sed 
in the White Hou se. 
“Well, there are swear word s 
that are d eleted by both the 
presid ent and whomev er he 
happens to be talk ing to. I think 
that as a whole the American 
people are going to be d is­ 
illu sioned abou t the k ind of lan­ 
gu age that's u sed in the Presi­ 
d ent's ov al office. 
Ask ed if he thou ght the Presi­ 
d ent shou ld tu rn the tapes ov er 
to the the Hou se Ju d iciary Com­ 
mittee, Martin replied .

Enjoy Ideal Weather 


Nebraska farm ers and 
ranchers enjoyed nearly ideal 
planting conditions last week 
and consequently made 
excellent fieldwork progress, the 
State-Federal 
Division 
of 
Agricultural Statistics said Mon­ 
day. 


Corn planting progressed 
rapidly during the week, with 
county agents reporting about 
30% of the corn acreage planted, 
compared to 6% a year ago and 
15% normal. 


However, some farmers are 
said to be very concerned about 
how dry the surface soil is and 
are holding up on planting 
A few farmers in the central 
and southeast district have 
begun planting sorghum and 
soybeans, the bureau said.

reported wind erosion. Topsoil 
moisture supplies are now 
generally short with 57% of the 
counties short and 43% 
adequate.”

More Traffic Cases 
Filed During March 


By United Press International 
James Dunlevey, state courts 
administrator, said Monday 
while it’s too early to tell for sur- 
e, Nebraska’s lower speed limits 
may be the cause of a county 
court caseload increase. 


“ There was a significant in­ 
crease in the number of cases 
filed for violation of state traffic 
laws in March, the month the 
lower speed limit took effect,” 
Dunlevey said. 


“ While figures for a single 
month certainly aren’t con­ 
clusive, the March caseload was 
up to the average for the 
summer months of 1973,” he 
said, “ and normally the heaviest 
volume of traffic cases come in 
the summer months.” 
In all, Dunlevey said there 
were 6.228 state traffic cases 
filed in the 93 county courts in 
March and another 1.867 cases 
involved violation of municipal 
traffic ordinances. 
The figures, he added, did not 
include cases filed in the Omaha 
and Lincoln Municipal Courts. 


Overall, county courts 
received 14,373 new cases of all 
kinds in March, which brought 
the total for the first nine 
months of the 1973-74 fiscal year 
to 112,300.

Railroads Ask Valuation Rate Cut

Star Staff Writer 
Nebraska’s five major 
railroads Monday asked the 
State Board of Equalization to 
raise the capitalization and ob­ 
solescence rates and to assess 
railroad property at the same 
rate used for farms and homes. 


If adopted, the measures 
would reduce the assessed valua­ 
tion of railroad property in 
Nebraska by millions of dollars 
and thereby cut property taxes 
paid by the railroads. 


The board is not bkely to ap­ 
prove or alter the railroads 
assessed valuations until July, 
according to State Tax Com­ 
missioner William E Peters 
Here is what the railroads are 
seeking: 
— a cut in the valuation rate 


from the 35% level used for 
railroad to the 25 4% average 
valuation rate used for farms, 
homes and businesses. 
— a hike in the rate of ob­ 
solescence from 35% to 40%. 
— and a raise in the rate of 
capitalization from 8^2% to 10- 
11%. (The board raised the rate 
last year from 7*6% to 8%.) 


Herbert Knudsen, represen­ 
ting the Burlington Northern, 
told the board, “ It’s only proper 
that property be taxed on the 
same basis.” He said a large 
percentage of the Burlington's 
branch lines are not returning 
any income. 


Jerome Conlon. the tax direc­ 
tor for the Chicago & North 
Western, said the capitalization 
rate needs to be raised if the

Thone: 'Throw Book' 
At Oil Crisis Profiteers 


Washington — “ The federal 
government should ‘throw the 
book’ at any and all who illegally 
profited from the past winter’s 
oil crisis,” declared Rep. Charles 
Thone, R-Neb., Monday in his 
weekly newsletter. 
“ Now under investigation are 
transactions which may have 
resulted in more than $100 
million of illegal profits in gas­ 
oline, home heating oil, diesel 
fuel and propane,” stated the 
Nebraska congressman. 
He explained that under the 
law, violators must roll back 
their prices, refund overcharges 
to customers and may be liable 
to a $2,500 fine for each day they 
violated legal price ceilings. 
“ Prosecutors should make a 
(j^oncerted effort to exact 
maximum penalties against 
those who thus flouted this law,” 
Thone emphasized. 
“ When the Arabian boycott 
was placed on shipping any oil to 
America last fall, we had a 
genuine crisis on our hands,” 
said Thone. “ We must make 
sure that the big oil companies 
didn’t profit illegally while the 
rest of us were sacrificing.” 
Labeling propane prices 
“ outrageous,” Thone said 
“ propane prices rose as much as 
350%.” 
“ I support legislation that 
would roll back propane prices 
to the level of May 15,1973,” he 
declared. 
Thone added that “ we must 
also make certain that the big oil 
companies don’t use the energy 


Blank Supports 
Placing Ceiling 
On Income Tax 


Kearney — Third District 
Republican congressional can­ 
didate Don Blank of McCook 
Monday said he supports 
proposals “ setting a limit on 
government tax percentages for 
personal income tax.”

“ I ’m talking about the 
expanded financial operations of 
the larger retailers and manufac­ 
turers,” Morthland said. 


The outstanding balance on 
the Sears credit card operation 
was bigger than that of either of 
the two national bank charge 
card systems, according to a re­ 
cent study, Morthland said. 
“ Lest bankers get the impres­ 
sion these financial activities are 
just sidelines for these cor­ 
porations, let me assure you it’s 
just not so,” Morthland said. 
He said that according to one 
study 34% of Sears total earnings 
in 1972 came from its financial 
operations. 


Perhaps the most disturbing 
figure of all, Morthland said, is 


that in 1972 banks were serxing 
only .‘18% of the market for 
financial services, down from 
57% from 1946. 


Morthland said the reason for 
the decline in banks’ share of the 
market is that banks are limited 
m their flexibility 
“ It is clear that regubtion — 
even though desirable — is a 
com petitive handicap for 
banks,” Morthland said. “ But 
too often new needs develop or 
old ones change while the 
regulations do not. 
Morthland also said banks 
could do more “ hom-blowing” 
on their own behalf. 


“ We already provide loans at 
lower rates than most of our 
competitors, but the public 


doesn’t seem to know it,’ 
said. 
he 


WTiile Morthland devoted his 
remarks to the subject of “ new 
challengers” , the retiring presi­ 
dent of the Nebraska Bankers 
Association limited his com­ 
ments almost exclusively to a 
new move by an old competitor, 
a savings and loan institution 
F W. Jackman, chairman and 
chief executive officer of the 
Farmers National Bank of 
Grant, told bankers “ we are not 
15 months behind in electronic 
(money) transfer, but more like 
five years.” 
(An electronic money transfer 
system was recently introduced 
by American Community Stores, 
a corporation which operates 
Hinky Dinky stores in the state.

Pursuit 
Of Youth 
Analyzed 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - If a 
man suddenly takes off like 
Ponce de Leon in pursuit of a 
fount of youth the chances are 
he is thinking more of his bank 
book than his vanity. 
Many men fear — with good 
reason — that gray hair and 
wrinkles can keep them out of 
the competition for a new job or 
a promotion. 
“ Why is our country the only 
one with such an emphasis on 
youth?” asked Lucy Jarvis, 
NBC’s Emmy and Peabody 
award winning documentary 
producer. “ Why do we believe 
that to be young is to be 
beautiful; with it, productive, 
energetic and resourceful?” 
Mrs. Jarvis set out a few 
months ago to find the answers 
to these questions in a documen­ 
tary, “ The Pursuit of Youth.” 
She was in Los Angeles to film 
sequences in a beauty boutique, 
where a 55-vear-old man was 
having 20 years taken off his 
appearance, and to interview 
vigorous and active people in 
their golden years. 
She said her research shows 
that an enormous increase in 
population after World War 11 
made it necessary to establish 
mandatory retirement and shove 
old people out to pasture to 
make way for the young people 
coming along. 
“ What started out as an 
economic base has become a 
psychological base,” she said. 
“ To be old has become a stigma. 
People in their 60s feel they re 
over the hill. 
“ In a sense, what were saying 
in our show is that vouthfulness 
and vigor and new thinking is a 
state of mind and not 
chronological.” 
Mrs. Jarvis points out that the 
population growth is slowing 
down and that withm 25 years 
half of the American population 
will be middle-aged. Medical 
research is also extending the 
life span. 
“ That means the 21st century 
w ill be the middle-aged 
century,” she said. “ With in­ 
creased automation and the use 
of atomic energy, that are we 
going to do with all these 
people? How are you going to oc­ 
cupy their time and energy? 
They can’t just sit in front of the 
TV set. I can tell you that next to 
nothing is being done to tram 
people to cope with healthy, 
vigorous older years.” “ The Pur­ 
suit of Youth” airs May 30.

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Indy Takes Up Where It Left Off 


The Indianapolis Motor Speedway, where the original 
500-mile race is held annually at the end of May, spent the 
past year trying to improve its safety image. It hasn’t 
succeeded . . . at least it doesn't look like it. 


The first car on the track Monday for the start of 
practice for this year’s race had an accident before it even 
got out of the pits. 


Mike Hiss, the 1972 Rookie of the Year, pulled his 
new Eagle-Offenhouser-powered car away from the pits 
and promptly hit veteran U.S. Auto Club steward Walt 
Myers. 
Myers, who is 71-years old, tried to jump out of the 
way, but didn’t quite make it. He was taken to the infield 
hospital and treated for a broken hip and a broken left 
wrist. Later, he was moved to an Indianapolis hospital 


You’ll recall last year’s tragic sequence of events 
which resulted in deaths of driver Swede Savage and a pit 
crew member who was killed by a fire truck on its way to 
Savage’s flaming car. Numerous fans were burned when 
flames slot into the stands as Salt Walther’s car crashed 
just past the start-finish line at the beginning of the race. 


Perhaps it isn't fair to say the improvements are a 
failure, but the accident Monday proves how dangerous 
Indianapolis can be to spectators, officials and drivers 
alike. 
The first change, one that should have been made 
years ago, was to remove the first four rows of boxes 
along the main straightaway. That’s where the spectators 
were burned by the fuel from Walther’s car. 
The pit area was extended by 865 feet and the 
opening where cars enter from the track was widened so 
entry can be made coming out of the fourth turn. The pit 
row also was widened by five feet. 


Better View For Starter 


In past years, both the starter and chief steward had 
views of the field coming down the straightaway from 
ground level. Both have been criticized for giving a green 
flag when the cars actually weren’t in the alignment they 
qualified for the start. This has been blamed for two first 
lap accidents in recent years. 
Now, they will be on an elevated platform on the out­ 
side of the track, immediately behind the outer retaining 
wall at the start-finish line 
It will be a two-level structure enabling all concerned 
officials to be at least 15 feet above the track. Additional­ 
ly. the outside wall has been increased to a uniform 
height of 32 inches. 
In compliance with guidelines established by the 
Federal Energy Office, the Speedway has reduced prac­ 
tice time by approximately 55 per cent. Normally, prac­ 
tice has started on May 1 and there have been four days of 
qualifying time. 


Qualifying has been reduced to two days, with the 
first one coming up Saturday, allowing just five practice 
days, if it doesn’t rain. Contrary to the song, it does rain in 
Indianapolis in the summertime and spring, too. 


There’ll probably be no repeat of the pace car run­ 
ning into a photographer’s stand as happened a few years 
ago when an Indianapolis automobile dealer drove the 
car. 
Jim Rathmann, winner of the 500 in 1960, will drive 
the Hurst-Olds pace car for the fourth time. Rathmann 
knows his way around the track, having finished second 
three times and been among the first 10 finishers three 
other times.

them , pennies are being 
ratio ned 
to cu sto m e rs, 
so metimes o nly o ne-quarter 
as much as the custo mer 
o rdered, here in Unco ln. 
J o hn Shipferling , v ice 
president and cashier o f the 
Natio nal Bank o f Co mmerce, 
said NBC no w has abo ut $6 0 
wo rth o f pennies in the v ault. 
That co mpares with a no t un­ 
co mmo n $2.000 fig ure up until 
the past few weeks, he said. 
Chick Bartlett, o wner o f 
Bartlett’s Ho bby To wn, said 
the penny sho rtag e is the 
result o f peo ple ho lding o n to 
the co ins fo r their co o per co n­ 
tent. 
Co pper no w sells fo r $1.25 a 
po und. Sho uld the price rise to 
mo re than $1.5 0 a po und, the 
co pper in a co in will be wo rth 
mo re than o ne cent, he said. 
He said it no w co sts the 
g o v ernment mo re than o ne 
cent to make a penny , if the 
co st o f labo r and pro ductio n 
co sts are included. 


But he said ho arding the 
pennies is senseless. 
Firstly , he said, an o rder 
fro m U.S. Secretary o f the 
Treasury Geo rg e Shultz has 
made it illeg al to melt pen­ 
nies, o r to ex po rt them to be 
melted. 
And seco ndly , he said, pen­ 
nies co ntain abo ut 10% “ im­ 
purities” fo r hardness, and 
the pro cess o f melting them 
and ex tracting the pure 
co pper requires much mo re 
precisio n than is po ssible fo r 
any o ne ex cept a chemist with 
all the rig ht equipment. 


Still, the sho rtag e persists, 
he said, because peo ple do n’t 
understand o r do n’t kno w 
tho se thing s. 


A bank o fficer fro m the 
First Natio nal Bank said his 
bank still receiv es abo ut the 
same amo unt o f pennies fro m 
the Federal Reserv e. 
The sho rtag e results, he 
said, because custo mers are 
no t returning the pennies, as 
they used to . 
The bank's o nly so urce o f 
pennies, o ther than the 
Federal Reserv e, he said, is 
parking meters. 


To co pe with the sho rtag e, 
he said, the bank is g iv ing first 
prio rity to c o m m e r c ia l 
business and member banks. 
Cashiers g iv e almo st no pen­ 
nies to custo mers who walk in 
o ff the street, he said.

Council Delays Action 
On Housing Of Indians

The City Council Monday held 


off action one week on whether 
to authorize the remodeling of 
Willard School so that housing 
can be provided for Wounded 
Knee defendants, families and 
supporters. 


That decision came after a 


heated debate before the law- 
makers which saw West Lincoln 
residents protest such a renova- 
tion and Indian leaders call for 
city support to provide housing 
during the trials. Those trials are 
scheduled to begin in late May or 
early June. 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf and 


the Rev. Bob Jeambey. chair- 
man of the Lincoln Committee 
of Concerned Citizens, urged the 
one-week delay to give the city, 
the committee and Indian 
leaders time to investigate all 
possible housing sites. 


The mayor voiced a strong city 


commitment to help shoulder 
the housing responsibility and 
urged citizens to make the In- 
dians feel as welcome as other 
visitors who attend football 
games and the State Fair. 


"We want to guarantee them a 


fair trial," Schwartzkopf said, 
pointing out that "the spotlight 
of the nation will be on Lin- 
coln." 


He noted that in both St. Paul 


and Sioux Falls, where other 
Wounded Knee related trials are 
being held, no city tax dollars 
are being used to house Indians. 


Councilman John Robinson 


has proposed the city spend up 
to $5.000 to bring the school, 
now owned by the city, up to 
building code standards.

Jeambey said he did not think 


the expenditure of city funds 
would be unreasonable, and 
might, he maintained "be a good 
investment to avoid perhaps a 
greater expenditure later " 


Some 40 residents of the area 


attended the council meeting, 
with spokesman Harry Pierce 
contending Willard School "is 
our ground." 


"We feel we own it and we 


don't want any strangers coming 
in." he said. 


Adam Loos said he thought it 


was "silly to take a bunch of 
peace-loving people from South 
Dakota and plop them down into 
the middle of a peace-loving 
neighborhood in Nebraska." 


Rober Kuper presented a 


petition signed by 284 people 
objecting to the proposed 
housing in the school. Kuper 
suggested that the Indians be 
housed in the old Air Force 
barracks at the airport or at the 
National Guard Armory. 


Or, failing that, Kuper asked, 


"Why can't they live in a hotel?" 


In a list of objections to the 


council, residents also con- 
tended the influx of Indians into 
the area would take away 
needed park and recreation 
facilities, would create a slum 
condition and would require ad- 
ditional police and fire protec- 
tion. The letter also expressed 
fear that women and children 


would be molested. 


Robinson told the residents, 


"You've pointed your finger at 
the wrong group. It's not the In- 
dians' fault you have no parks, 
recreation or libraries." 


And responding to residents' 


charges. A-Go Sheridan of the 
American Indian Movement 
said. "We're not asking to corne 
down here We do not want any 
confrontations, but we don't 
want our people on the street " 


Sheridan said he was offended 


by the prejudice of some 
citizens, pointing out that 
residents were not concerned 
about the school's use until plans 
were made to house Indians 
there. 


He asked, "If this community- 


is so peace-loving, why can't our 
children play together9" 


The school could house around 


75 people, the estimated 
number coming to Lincoln at 
any one time for the trials, he 
said. 


Sheridan said the Indians 


preferred to be housed under 
one roof, instead of spread out 
around the city. A central loca- 
tion will result in better security 
by Indians, he said. 


Jeambey urged the council not 


to be swayed by the fear and 
prejudice displayed by residents. 


Referring to a Friday night 


meeting in which residents were 
more vocal in their objections, 
he said a lot of their statements 
were based on fear and misinfor- 
mation. 


Also urging city support to 


provide housing were the 
League of Women Voters, the 
City-Wide Tenants Assn and a 
West Lincoln property owner, 
Geneva Craig.

Lisbon Junta Appeals For Cease-Fire In Africa

Lisbon — Portugal's ruling military junta 


appealed Monday for a cease-fire in the coun- 
try's three beleaguered African territories 


Gen Francisco da Costa Gomes, a leading 


member of the junta and chief of the joint 
defense staff, promised that the guemlla 
forces that have been carrying on a 13-year 
costly war would be able to participate in free 
poirtkal activity leading tc a referendum on 
the territories' future at an unspecified date. 
&«rtaal independence for the territories was 
not specifically excluded. 


*n>e general spoke at a news conference 


here shortly after las return from Angola, the 
largest and richest of the three Portuguese 


possessions. He had asked the rebels there 
Sunday to lay down then* arms, and Monday 
he said that Portugal was asking for a cease- 
fire in Mozambique and Guinea-Bissau as 
well. 


Costa Gomes made it dear that the "new 


era" established in Portugal by the military 
overthrow on April 2 of the authoritarian 
government of Premier Marceflo Caetano 
applied to the administration of Portugal's 
African territories as wefl. 


He is understood to have gone to Angola 


because the authorities there were not 
cooperating with the junta in establishing the 
bases for a democratic life. Resistance to such 
change was swept away by his dismissal of aD 
the top military commanders and other high- 


ranking authorities and their replacement by- 
people loyal to the junta 


"I knew before I went 'to Angola'." he said, 


"that reactonanes and other forces adverse to 
the revolution had aroused public opinion in 
Angola by attributing to the Junta of National 
Salvation defeatist intentions of immediate 
and unconditional abandonment" 


Costa Gomes thus indicated clearly that 


Portugal was not now prepared to hand over 
the territories to the rebels He belittled then- 
influence by saying it did not extend over 
much territory, and emphasized the process of 
free debate that the junta was trying to es- 
tablish m Portuguese bfe 


Most leftist forces in Portugal favor negotia- 


• tion with the rebels leading to independence 


a? a way of ending the war immediately To 
resist this pressure the junta has been saying 
that it is not up to it to decide but up to the 
country as a whole through the democratic in- 
stitutions that will be forged in the next year. 


But a spokesman confirmed that Gen An- 


tonio de Spmola. the junta chairman, would 
become the provisional president of the 
republic soon upon the formation of a 
provisional government with a civilian majori- 
ty 


Spinola is considered hkely to be elected 


president next year The general would thus 
be in a command'ng position to advance his 
ideas for a federation of equal Portuguese 
states, each of which would nave complete 
autonomy.

periodic exams for practicing 
lawyers, the development of law 
specialists, proposed continuing 
education programs for lawyers 
and judges, the adequacy of 
Nebraska law schools and the 
p r a c t i c e of 
compulsory 


membership in the bar associa- 
tion 


While the sponsor of a study 


resolution is not always 
designated as the chairman of 
the ensuing study, it is unusual 
when he is not 


Chambers said pressure from 


the bar association produced 
Monday's action in which only 
Chambers himself voted to 
designate himself as chairman. 


Committee members general- 


ly said they believed the chair- 
manship should go to a senator 
who was neither a lawyer nor a 
law student. Chambers is the 
latter, although he said he 
planned to forego summer 
school to chair the studv.

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Additional Aid Rejected 


Washington (UPI) — The Senate rejected 


Monday an administration request for $266 
million in additional military aid to Saigon that 
the Pentagon said was vitally needed to supply 
South Vietnam with ammunition. 


The rejection came on a 43-38 vote in favor of 


an amendment to a 1974 supplemental budget bill 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., that 
barred the Defense Department from spending 
any more "unobligated" funds in Southeast Asia 
this year. 


"Unobligated" funds are those voted by 


Congress for some other purpose that the Pen- 
tagon has not yet spent. In this case the Senate 
Armed Services Committee had determined that 
$266 million in arms shipped to Saigon in 1972-73 
were being charged against the 1974 aid ceiling of 


$1.126 billion. 


In March, the House rejected an administration 


plea to raise the ceiling to $1.6 billion, and the 
Senate committee did not seek to reverse that ac- 
tion. But it recommended charging the 1972-73 
shipments to the earlier years, thus freeing the 
$266 million for spending in 1974. 


The Senate action came after an earlier 41-39 


vote against tabling the Kennedy amendment, 
-which was actually the key vote on the issue. 


The vote on Kennedy's proposal marked the 


first time the Senate has acted against an aid 
proposal to South Vietnam, but the liberals who 
supported the measure made it clear that the ac- 
tion was directed as much against Pentagon prac- 
tices as against the Saigon government. 


English Heiress Charged 
In 'Biggest Art Robbery' 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


Long Island newspaper Newsday 
won two Pulitzer prizes Monday, 
one for meritorious service and 
one for arts criticism, in a year 
that saw no awards for fiction 
and drama. 


The trustees of Columbia 


University who make the final 
decisions on the prizes said the 
Pulitzer advisory board declined 
to name a novel or play for 1974 
prizes, but gave no further 
explanation. 


Among those winning literary 


prizes were Louis Sheaffer, for 
his biography. "O'Neill, Son and 
Artist": Daniel J. Boorstin, for a 
work of history. "The 
Americans: The Democratic 
Experience", and Robert Lowell 
for his poetry collection, "The 
Dolphin." 


Hedrick Smith of the New 


York Times won for inter- 
national reporting and James R. 
Polk of the Washington Star- 
News and Jack White of the 
Providence Journal-Bulletin for 
national reporting. 


Photography awards went to 


Sal Veder of The Associated 
Press for a feature picture of a 
reunion between a prisoner-of- 
war and his family; and Anthony 
K. 
Roberts, f r e e l a n c e 


photographer whose pictures of 
a Shootout in a Hollywood 
parking lot were distributed by 
The Associated Press. 


Newsday. winning its third 


Pulitzer Prize for public service, 
got the award this year for a 
series of stories tracing heroin 
from Turkish poppy fields to the 
city street. 


The newspaper's Emily 


Genauer won the award for 
criticism. 


Newsday president and 


publisher William Attwood 
called the award "recognition of 
this newspaper's 
continued 


dedication to the interest and 
welfare of its readers." 


Previous awards to Newsday 


were for exposure of labor cor- 
ruption and shady land deals by 
politicians. 


Miss Genauer, whose column 


of art criticism is distributed 
nationally by Newsday. said 
when informed of her prize: "I 
couldn't be happier. It's one of 
the things one dreams about." 


The prize for special local 


reporting went to William Sher- 
man. 27-year-old New York Dai- 
ly News reporter who did a 
series on Medicaid abuses.

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Waverly Teachers Reject Ed Board Offer

The Waverly Education 


Association (WEA) has un- 
animously rejected the School 
District 145 Board of 
Education's last offer of a 10- 
11% average increase in teacher 
salaries, according to board 
member Wayne Nielsen. 


He told the board at its 


monthly meeting Monday night 
that "the lowest they would con- 
sider is 16.3%" in the 
negotiations for 1974-75 con- 
tracts. 


After a series of bargaining 


talks in which the WEA has 
presented proposals for in- 
creases as high as 25-29%, the 
teacher group asked to increase 
the base pay for starting 
teachers to $7,300 annually, from 
the present $6,800, Nielsen said. 
That would put the top of the 
masters degree lane at $13,493. 


The WEA later upped its 


request to $7,450 as the base, 
dropping a demand for a 1% 
cost-of-living bonus in two 
payments. 


Nielsen made no recommen- 


dations for the negotiations to 
proceed and the board took no 
action. 


In his superintendent's report, 


Oak Skfkei said claims by state 
officials that handicapped 
children will be slighted under 
the provisions of LB403 should 
not apply in District 145. He said 
funding for the district's 
programs should remain about 
the same as this year, despite 
predictions that legislative ap- 
propriations will run short of dis- 
tricts' expenses statewide. 


The state reimburses school 


districts for 90% of their special 
education program costs under 
LB403. 


Beatrice Industrial Park OKd 
By Council And County Board 


By Southeast Nebraska Bureau 


Beatrice — A 113-acre industrial develop- 


ment park which has been in the planning 
here for months got the official blessing of 
two main governmental subdivisions Mon- 
day night 


Meeting in an unprecedented joint session, 


the Beatrice City Council and Gage County 
Board each approved a $150,000 expenditure 
to purchase and develop a site at the city's 
north edge. The Beatrice Development Corp. 
has been promoting the venture as an attrac- 
tion to industry. 


Approved 8-0 by the council, the project 


generated considerably less enthusiasm at 
the county level. Three county supervisors 
voted for the measure, two abstained, and 
two were absent. 


Of the $300,000, which will come from 


revenue sharing funds, $88,000 is intended 
for land acquisition. The balance will be 
used to provide utilities and roads. 


Several persons spoke highly of the loca- 


tion, which is near the municipal airport and 
less than a mile west of U.S. 77. The site 


adjoins the city limits north of the Glenover 
residential area. 


On another matter, the city council balked 


at expediting a requested water main district 
to serve a $2 million housing development. 
Country Club Estate. 


Co-owners Lester Henderson of Beatrice 


and B. H. Backlund of Omaha urged im- 
mediate creation to take advantage of a 
short-term price offer on pipe for a planned 
10-inch pibe. 


Although the development company and 


one other owner signed a petition to create 
the $60 thousand district, only 48% of the 
total front footage was represented. Several 
councilmen questioned the fairness of 
assessing other property owners within the 
area. 


It was also pointed out, however, that the 


project — envisioned as 48 condominium un- 
its and 36 individual homes — would 
alleviate the local housing shortage. 


After a rules suspension failed, on a 4-4 


vote, the council voted unanimously to give 
this matter first reading Two more readings 
will be required for passage. 


Siefkes said be will meet 


Thursday with other Lancaster 
County School officials to dis- 
cuss operating special education 
programs on the county level in- 
stead of through the Educational 
Service Unit.

Board members also discussed 


the problem of drag racing near 
the school in Waverly and 
expressed concern for the safety 
of children. The board was asked 
to request more cooperation for 
patrolling by law enforcement 
authorities. 


Siefkes said the problem is

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Drivers Going Faster But Slower 


By The Associated Press 


Americans generally are ig- 


noring the nationwide 55 mile- 
an-hour speed limit imposed to 
save gasoline, but they are 
driving more slowly than they 
did before the energy crisis, an 
Associated Press survey shows. 


The AP sent reporters in the 


48 contiguous states to drive on 
the highways on May 1, keeping 
at a steady 55 m.p.h. pace. In all 
but a handful of states, drivers 
whizzed by cars traveling at the 
legal limit. 


Authorities say the number of 


speeding tickets is up. Troopers 
in Oregon and Texas say they've 
made more than twice as many 
arrests for speeding this spring 
than they did last year. 


Accidents and traffic deaths 


are down. The National Safety 
Council says traffic deaths this 
March were 25 per cent lower 
and some states reported that 
the fatality rate had been cut in 
half. 


The average speed of cars in 


most areas covered by the AP 
survey was between 65 and 70 
m.p.h., above the legal limit, but 
below the rate motorists used to 


travel when the legal limit was 
70 m.p.h. 


Under legislation passed by 


Congress late last year, the 
states were given until March 4 
to lower the speed limit to 55 
m.p.h. or face the loss of federal 
funds. All 50 states complied. 


An AP road check in January 


showed that motorists in states 
which lowered their speed limit 
before the deadline were 
obeying the law, driving at about 
55 m.p.h. 


"As the gas shortage goes 


down, people apparently feel the 
speed limit should be brought 
back up ... and I think they feel 
justified in speeding up," said 
trooper Stephen Blydensburgh 
who patrols the New York State 
Thruway. 


The average speed on the toll 


road — which used to have a 65 
m.p.h. limit — was between 60 
and 70 m.p.h. during the AP 
check. Police report speeding 
arrests this April were about 30 
per higher than in the same 
month last year. 


Motorists had mixed reactions 


about the lower limit. Some said 
it was more enjoyable and save 


them more time to gaze at the 
scenery. But most reported it 
was difficult to keep the 
speedometer from creeping up 
to match the flow of traffic and 
they said the slower speeds were 
monotonous. 


State police say they are 


vigorously enforcing the new 
limit and cite increased arrest 
statistics to back up their claim. 
But only one AP staff member 
— in Indiana — actually saw a 
patrol car stop anyone, while 
several reporters said they saw 
police ignore vehicles going well 
over 55 m.p.h. 


Authorities in most areas do 


allow drivers a little leeway, 
handing out warning citations or 
ignoring motorists who are 
exceeding the limit by less than 
five miles per hour. Most of- 
ficials say they are in favor of the 
55 m.p.h. limit. 


Some state legislatures im- 


posed lesser penalties for 
violations of the 55 m.p.h. limit 
than existed for exceeding 
higher speeds. In Idaho, for 
example, driving over 55 m.p.h., 
but under 70 m.p.h. brings only a 
$5 fine and $7.50 in court costs.

The offense is not counted as a 
moving violation and does not go 
on a driver's record. 


A state-by-state breakdown of 


the survey included: 


Iowa: Traffic on major 


highways seemed to average 
about 60 m.p.h. above the new 
limit, but below the old limit of 
75 m.p.h. on Interstates and 70 
m.p.h. elsewhere. Officials say 
arrests for speeding have in- 
creased. 


Kansas: A driver doing 55 


m.p.h. on Interstate 70 was 
passed by 31 vehicles during a 
three-hour period and passed 
only two. Most of those who 
passed were doing 60 to 65 
m.p.h. The highway patrol said 
that 6.091 arrests for speeding 
were made during the week 
ended April 15, up from 2,352 in 
the same week last year. Lt. Col. 
Allen Rush of the patrol said, 
however, that preliminary 
figures for the second hah" of 
April show fewer arrests, in- 
dicating people are getting used 
to the slower speeds. 


Missouri: In general, residents 


are holding to the 55 m.p.h. 
limit, although the highway 
patrol still makes 400 speeding 
arrests a day, the same as in the 
middle of March. A driver on 200 
miles of freeways was passed 
only a dozen times in the almost 
four-hour drive. Maj. J.C. Smith, 
chief of enforcement for the 
highway patrol, said he drove to 
Kansas City and "I was pleased. 
I drove 55 in a private and wasn't 
passed half a dozen times." 


Nebraska: A car driving at 55 


m.p.h. along Interstate 80 was 
passed by six vehicles and passed 
none. Most cars appeared to be 
traveling at about 60 or 65 m.p.h. 
The old limit on the Interestate 
was 75 m.p.h. Col. C.P. 
Karthauser, superintendent of 
the state patrol, said speeding 
arrests in March were 90% 
higher than in February, but 
refused to speculate on the 
reason for the increase. 


Oklahoma: A drive on 


Interstate 40 showed general 
compliance. During two five- 
minute periods, a car going at 55 
m.p.h. neither passed anyone 
nor was passed. Traffic tickets 
are down from last year 5,724 in 
March, 1973, vs. 4,354 in March 
1974.

Barnett lists penal reform as a 


priority concern for the 1975 
Legislature. "It's got to be an 
issue," he said, "if not the major 
issue."

court reforms and education, he 
said. 


Barnett sponsored a juvenile 


court reform measure enacted 
by the 1974 Legislature, and he 
has been active in drug and 
alcohol reform proposals both 
within the Legislature and 
within the community 


Other legislative activities 


have included formation of the 
Lincoln Railroad Transportation

RESIGN 
The President, Having Spoken, Now Rests His Case 


WASHINGTON-President Nixon has asked the 


American people to read the edited version of his 
White House conversations on Watergate and to be 
"fair" about them, and if they do, he will almost cer- 
tainly be impeached. 


For this official record, even with its critical 


, deletions, is as big and factual as the New York 
, telephone book, and it mu.i be the most damaging and 


self-incriminating document ever published by an 
American president. It is not really "full disclosure," 
as Nixon claims, but as Mary McGrory of the Evening 
Star-News here observes, it is almost "indecent 
exposure." 


These White House Conversations are almost 


. beyond belief. You "read 'em and weep." Occasional- 


ly, the President and bis aides show signs of pity for 
"the poor bastards" who were caught, indicted, or 
jailed, but in general they read like the conspiracy of 
devious and trapped men, trying to save their jobs 
even at the expense of their honor. 


What is surprising, and even pathetic, is that every 


once in a while the President argues for telling the 
truth. He tells John Dean not to lie — people he says 
are usually convicted for the lie rather than the crime 
—but mainly those conversations deal with evading 
the truth, and avoiding the personal and political con- 
sequences of the scandals. 


You can read for hours in these conversations 


without finding any discussion of the true interests of 


the Republic, of right and wrong, without any respect 
for the Congress or any other dissenting opinion, even 
without any thought or philosphy or loyalty to the 
Constitution or their own public arguments against 
personal immorality, permissiveness, and contempt 
for law and order. 


So there are now two major questions: Why did 


they put out all this damaging information? And what 
are the Congress and the people going to do about it? 


On the first question, it is fairly clear that they had 


to put it out because the Republican leaders in 
Congress were telling them that they couldn't 
"stonewall" it any longer but had to give at least the 
appearance of candor, or even the Republicans would 
vote for impeachment. 


Also, if the White House put out a massive docu- 


ment of edited tapes, it could take the offensive, 
mount a public relations campaign in the country, 
narrow the issue to the Watergate burglary, and split 
the House Judiciary Committee along party lines. If 
the whole thing could be turned into a partisan issue, 
then there would be enough votes to avoid conviction 
in the Senate, and maybe even impeachment in the 
House. 


This strategy worked fairly well for the President 


before anybody had time to read the documents. He 
argued his case and interpreted the documents on 
television before the Judiciary Committee had ever

No contest has generated more

In Lincoln's 28th legislative district, 


State Sen. Roland Leudtke is running for 
his third term against three primary elec- 
tion opponents: Marge Schlitt, Carol 
Walker and Loren Wilson. Two will be 
nominated next week to face one another 
in the November run-off. 


Luedtke has been one of the hardest- 


working senators in the Unicameral. He 
has focused his considerable talents on ef- 
forts to reform the entire criminal justice 
system in Nebraska — from law enforce- 
ment to the statutes to the courts to the 
prison system. He has chaired the most 
productive committee in the Legislature in 
terms of offering significant, far-reaching 
legislation. 


Moreover, Luedtke has been one of the

Meanwhile, the House of Representatives and 


members of its Judiciary Committee have a problem. 
The President has put them in a hard place. He has 
defied their subpoena for the tapes of those White 
House conversations. He has given them his edited 
version of what the tapes said. He has insisted that his 
lawyer, James D. St. Clair, sit in on the Judiciary Com- 
mittee's investigation, but he has refused to allow the 
Judiciary Committee to send technicians to verify the 


White House tapei or lawyers and staff members to lawyers and staffs in the Coofress will, and this may 
d)e(±()ut the aonirtcy of hii published conversations, make quite a difference. 


So it will be iaterotiaf to ft* tow what the 


members of the Howe ud the members of its 
Judiciary Committee do abort all this. The evidence 
so far is that the members of Congresa, evra the 
members of the Judiciary Committee, haven't even 
read tbe record. Trytaf to find them since the Presi- 
dent |Hit out his version of the facts has not been easy. 
Most of them seem to have been back home, not 
worrying about this constitutional crisis, but cam- 
paigning for re-election. 


Maybe this is what the President had in mind by 


his bold strategy. Don't give them everything, but give 
them more than they will read. Take the issue to the 
people by television, and tell them you have "told all." 
Organize the party. Appeal to its loyalty when the par- 
ty is in trouble. Put St. Clair on national television 
even before he goes to The Hill or the courts. It's still a 
political and jmblic relations oj>erations. 


All this has been made dear to the House and 


Senate, and it has been working from the President's 
point of view fairly well. But the tapes are now public 
and they tell a frightening story. The public may not 
read them and maybe less than a tenth of the 
members of the Congress will read them, but the

provide for the needs — such as housing, 
transportation and food — of visitors to the 
city in connection with the Wounded Knee 
trials which will be held here later this 
month. 


Citizen response should be directed 


through the Lincoln Committee of 
Concerned People, an ad hoc group chaired 
by the Rev. Robert Jeambey of the Lincoln 
Fellowship of Churches. 


The cases to be tried in Federal Judge 


Warren Urbom's court of Indian defen- 
dants charged in connection with the 


Wounded Knee occupation two years ago 
are consequences of conscious Indian ef- 
forts to bring their case before the 
American public. The national spotlight 
might focus on Lincoln during what Jeam- 
bey termed a "historical moment." 


But, as Jeambey says, the Lincoln 


Committee of Concerned People has 
nothing to do with political sympathies, but 
is merely trying to marshal efforts to meet 
"people needs." 


That is the key, we believe. To what 


extent Loncolnites respond to the call for 
aid will tell a lot about what this city is 
made of.

shingles from my back around 
my right shoulder, upper arm 
and breast.

Would having the nerve cut 
to stop the pain leave that whole 
area numb? Is there any other 
method of relief?

severing the nerve is not a solu- 
tion in such cases, but that they 
are having success with a com- 
bination of Tegretol (effective 
with the extreme pain of tic 
douloureux) and Dilantin. This, 
they report, is much more effec- 
tive than the pain-killers com- 
monly in use in the past.

dangerous is it for a diabetic to 
have a baby? I am 31 and learned 
about six months ago that I have 
diabetes. It is controlled now but 
I am about 50 pounds 
overweight. — Mrs. A.B. 


It is not exactly dangerous — 


these days — for such a mother 
but it may be for the baby. 
Premature delivery and 
stillbirth occur more frequently 
in women with diabetes than in 
others. 


With meticulous control of the 


diabetes, many, many women 
have had successful pregnancies. 
Proper diet control means, of 
course, you must stick to the 
rules, but with insulin or the 
diabetes medications we now 
have, it can be done. 


You should shed that excess 50 


pounds promptly, as it will help 
you control your diabetes, and 
that is particularly important if 
you are or plan to be pregnant,

Whether to remove the cyst 
while handling an emergency 
would have to depend on the sur- 
geon's judgment, and I would 
have to assume that he had good 
reason for what he did or didn't 
do.

Children's Artistic Development 
Can Be Encouraged At Home

The 1973-74 school year has 


been the "Year of the Arts" in 
the Lincoln Public Schools As a 
result, students throughout the 
city have had the opportunity to 
increase their artistic awareness 
and ability by taking part in the 
numerous activities planned in 
conjunction with the program 


But what about the arts at 


home9 What can a parent — who 
is probably not especially 
talented in this area — do to 
allow his or her childrer. to 
develop their artistic talents to 
the fullest — outside school as 
well as in9 


These are the questions that 


prompted a group of PTA 
members at Eastndge School to 
do some research into what can 
be done at home to supplement 
a child's artistic education 


Two papers — prepared by the 


PTA's cultural arts committee, 
chaired by Mrs Laura Henry — 
containing suggestions for 
parents, resulted from these m- 
qunes 


Mrs 
Nancy Marshall was 


responsible for the paper dealing 
with music education in the 
home and a similar paper, con- 
cerning the visual arts, was 
prepared under the direction of 
Mrs Shirley Pribek 


Mrs Henry noted that, next 


year, the committee hopes to 
compile similar reports in the 
area of crafts and drama 


A synopsis of suggestions con- 


tained in the two papers, 
follows 


MUSIC 


"You don't need a musical in- 


strument around the house in 
order to give your child an ap- 
preciation of good sounds," the 
paper states 


"If your five-year-old happens 


to groove on the sound of the 
dryer, maybe it has a rhythm 
that your ear isn't tuned to " 


A simple way to help the child 


develop his or her sense of 
rhythm, is for the parent to per- 
mit the child to accompany 
songs on the radio by striking a 
pot with a wooden spoon 


"Sing with your child, 
is 


another suggestion 
"Make up 


new words to old songs " (For 
example, the well-known "Go 
tell Aunt Rhodie the old gray 
goose is dead" could be changed 
to "Go tell Aunt Rhodie there s 
green paint on her head ") 


By doing this, you will be 


teaching the child to rhyme 
words, in addition to giving him 
or her a sense of rhythm 


(However, it's necessary that 


the original song be familiar to 
the child) 


Parents can also Hum the 


song to a TV show and see if the 
child can guess which show it is, 
sing all of a TV commercial 
except the brand name, and let 
the child fill it in, sing two 
songs, then clap the rhythm of 
one to see if the child can guess 
which one it is (or simply clap 
the rhythm of a very familiar 
song — "Jingle Bells, ' 
"Rudolph The Red-Nosed 
Reindeer" — and see if the child 
can guess the song without 
having heard the tune) 


Materials that can be used 


effectively for music education 
in the home include 


Records — albums the parents 


like, Sesame Street records for 
younger children, "Peter and 
the Wolf," the "Nutcracker 
Suite," Woodie G u t h r i e 
"Albums for the Young " Walt 
Disney records, Neil Diamond, 
John Denver or the Beatles, 
Pete Seeger childrens' albums 


Music Books — "Fireside 


Book Of Children's Songs, 
"Sesame Street Songbooks, ' Dr 
Seuss' "Cat In The Hat 
Songbook " (The use of books 
requires some musical ability on 
the part of the parent) 


Extra Materials — comb and 


waxed paper, washboard and 
comb (or substitute a broiler or 
cooling rack), or a wooden spoon 
and oatmeal box for percussion 


The most important thing to 


remember, the paper states, is to 
be "able to accept whatever the 
child presents to you as 'good 
music ' If the pleasure of making 
music is reinforced, all children 
will eventually develop a taste of 
their own as to what is good and 
what isn t "

Homemakers Use Selected Vegetables 


Women And The Church 


"The curch is the slowest to change," 


more than one speaker and audience 
member said this weekend during a 
seminar on the role and status of women 
in the church held as a part of the United 
Methodist Church's District Academy. 


"I am a liberated woman. I have equal 


rights in as much as women can have 
equal rights in a society which refuses to 
come to terms with situation," said Betty 
Stevens, panel member during a discus- 
sion held at the First United Methodist 
Church. 


But because she has equal rights and is 


"busy earning a living, getting the car ser- 
viced, figuring out income taxes and 
buying insurance," Ms. Stevens said she 
had no time to make speeches, go on 
marches or put out newsletters. 


Speaking as a divorced woman, Ms. 


Stevens called upon the churches to 
become more sensitive to the feelings of 
church members who are not a part of a 
married couple. 


"I have been tired of the church which 


keeps perpetuating the myth that every 
family has a mother, father and 2Vz 
children, and that there is beauty all 
around when there's love at home. That 
perpetuation is present in prayers, in ser- 
mons, in couple's organizations and in the 
sweetheart banquet. 


"I'm not going to fuss around with the 


church," said Ms. Steven offering a 
challenge for change. "For 40 years I've 
been meeting the church where it is, and 
I want the church to meet me." 


Miss Oma Lou Myers, minister of 


Christian education for Christ United 
Methodist Church, pointed out several 
areas of of discrimination against women 
working within the church ministry, but 
said that there are many things laywomen 
can do to encourage changes in these 
areas. 


Areas of discrimination include pay 


differences between male pastors and 
female ministers of education, inability to 
get the same kind and amount of 
scholarships for study, and subtle at- 
titudes which force a woman always to 
prove herself, while the role and status of 
a male pastor is readily accepted. 


Ministers of education must also accept 


the fact that they play " second fiddle," 
said Miss Myers, who pointed out that 
some who fought to play first fiddle found 
themselves out of a job. 


She said that it helps to be able to play 


"second fiddle gracefully." 


Audience responses to that remark in- 


cluded, "Maybe we need to change seats 
once in a while... Or find a new conduc- 
tor." 


Sounding a very positive note, Mrs 


Gladys Streeter, said that as a black 
woman she has found "no personal dis- 
crimination shown against me in the 
church" But she added that Ibis is not the 
case with every black womari and said, "I 
cannot rest until my sisteip are accepted 
as Christian women in (the Methodist 
Church." 


She also pointed out that, though little 


has been written about it, "Black women 
are the very backbone and glue which 
holds the black churches together." 


Speaking of freedom for individuals, 


Lois Schwab, said that both sues need to 
be free to have meaningful activities. She 
also urged women to use their specific 
feelings for the humanness of people, and 
said that these caring feelings should 
"permeate all of our institutions." 


The problem of supporting equal rights 


through the scriptures was brought out by 
a minister in the audience who said that 
ther was "equality before God," But the 
specific rote of the sexes was spelled out 
in the scriptures. 


One male audience member countered 


that the entire life and attitude of Jesus 
showed that he did not put women into 
little boxes ... that Jesus was a feminist. 


The seminar was sponsored by the 


church state Role and Status of Women 
Commission.

1. Two hearts. There is no 


perfect rebid here; the best you 
can do is raise partner and hope 


he has five trumps and the 
values to bid again. You are a 
trump short for the heart raise, 
but you have 15 high-card points 
and a singleton to compensate 
for the trump deficiency. The 
fact that you elected to bid 
voluntarily suggests strongly 
that you don't nave a minimum 
hand, and this in and of itself 
invites North to bid again. 


Alternative bids are two clubs 


and two diamonds, but neither 
of them would reveal the heart 
support. 


2. Two spades. You should 


welcome the spade overcall and 


take advantage of it by 
cuebidding the suit This tells 
partner that game is certain 
and that slam is a distinct 
possibility. 


For practical purposes, all 


you need for a small slam are 
five hearts to the K-J and a 
minor suit queen. For a grand 
slam you need little more than 
five trumps headed by the A-K. 
Even if partner signs off after 
the cuebid, you should be 
willing to go as high as five 
hearts in an effort to reach a 
slam.

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Council Adopts Street Action Plan With Just One Revision

Stir Stiff Writer 


With only one revision, city 


lawmakers Monday adopted the 
street Action Plan which sets 
guidelines for the construction 
of roads and highways in Lin- 
coln. 


The plan sets up a process for 


developing street projects within 
Lincoln and insures increased 
public participation and con- 
sideration of the social, 
economic and environmental im- 
pact of such projects. 


Unanimous council approval 


came only after the lawmakers 
split 4-3 on making one revision 
and only after one member of 
the committee which formulated 
the plan charged there were 
some irregularities io the com- 
mittee's voting procedures. 


Bill Thierstein, a member of 


the 25-member Citizens Advisory 
Committee, said on one con- 
troversial vote, a person voted 
who was not a member of the 
committee. 


On that vote, eight people 


voted in favor of retaining a 
Level A rating for major con- 
struction at existing locations for 
"other arterial" projects, while 
seven people voted to require a 
lower Level B. Thierstein main- 
tained the non-committee 
member cast the deciding vote. 


Public Works Director Bob 


Obering said his records do not 
show that irregularity in the 
voting. 


Council members asked 


Thierstein if he brought the 
voting procedure to the attention 
of the committee at the time it 
occured. Thierstein said he did 
not. 


The council voted 4-3 to lower 


the level required from A to B 
on such arterial projects. 


The level given to various 


street projects is used to deter- 
mine the complexity of the 
project and the steps that must 
be followed before the project 
can be approved and con- 
structed. 


For instance, a Level A rating 


requires a planning study report, 


environmental 
impact 


statements, cost benefit analysis, 
corridor and location studies and 
numerous informational 
meetings. 


Magor upgradings under a 


Level B rating require 
everything listed above except 
for the cost benefit analysis. 


Ed Kay from the Department 


of Roads said state and federal 
officials have no objections to 
the change since the State Action 
Plan requires a B rating on 
similar arterial projects, instead 
of an A rating. 


Voting to downgrade the 


rating were council members 
Dick Baker, Steve Cook, Max 
Denney and Bob Sikyta. Sue 
Bailey, Helen Boosalis and John 
Robinson voted to retain the 
higher rating. 


The Action Plan also calls for 


annual informational sessions to 
be conducted at the four public 
high schools by the Public Works 
Department on its proposed one- 
and six-year street construction 
programs. 


The plan also calls for the 


hiring of a public assistance of- 
ficer to act as a liaison between 
the city and the public. 


The creation of a 24-member 


Citizens' Advisory Group to act 
as a monitoring body on road 
projects also is included in the 
plan. 


Obering said the approved 


document will be forwarded to 
state and federal officials for 
their final OK. Obering said he 
hopes to hold public hearings on 
proposed road projects this 
summer prior to the council's 
budget hearing in mid-August. 


In other action, the council 


gave the Charter Revision Com- 
mittee official status. 


Members of the 15-member 


body will be appointed by the 
mayor, with council approval. 


A new proviso approved by the 


lawmakers requires the mayor 
to "attempt to achieve" a 
geographic and socio^onomic 
balance on the commission. 


Boosalis said the requirement 


would not result in a quota 
system requiring members to 
reside in certain areas of town or 
to represent certain groups. 


The council also appropriated 


an additional 1323 to the Malone 
Center to complete renovations 
on the building. 


The council already has ap- 


propriated 120,000 to install air 
conditioning, new windows, a 
gym floor, an alarm system and 
to pay for painting. 


Finance Director James 


Mallon said the additional $323 
was needed to pay for the 
burglar alarm system, which 
costs a total of $1,164.

Although the city now has a 


fourth Municipal Court judge, 
there still is no fourth courtroom 
and City Council members 
wanted to know why Monday. 


"We've been dawdling over 


this for how many months 
now?" Councilwoman Helen 
Boosalis asked county com- 
missioners in voicing her frustra- 
tion that necessary steps have 
not been taken to allow con- 
struction of the courtroom. 


Those steps include moving 


out the state Motor Vehicles of- 
fice from the County-City 
Building so that the city's second 
floor Personnel Department can 
move into that space. And then, 
Personnel would be remodeled 
into the courtroom for newly ap- 
pointed Judge Jan Gradwohl. 


Judge Gradwohl presently is 


operating out of a miniscule of- 
fice, formally the judges' 
"robing room'" on second floor. 


County Commissioner Jan 


Gauger pointed out the county 
has been looking for space out- 
side the building for Motor 
Vehicles, but said several 
problems have arisen. 


For instance, Gauger said it is 


still unresolved who would pay 
the rent for such outside space. 


"We can't just move them out 


on the street"' Gauger said. 


Boosalis pointed out that in 


previous Building Committee 


meetings, the city has com- 
mitted itself to paying a share of 
the rent check. 


And County Board Chairman 


Robert Colin, again voicing his 
minority opinion, asked how the 
county could consider housing 
city offices on the county side of 
the building before finding space 
for a second county courtroom 
for Judge Jeffre Cheuvront. 


In an attempt to get some ac- 


tion, Auger said she would place 
a resolution on the County 
Board's agenda Tuesday 
signaling the board's intent to 
find outside space for Motor 
Vehicles. It appears Com- 
missioner Kenneth Bourne holds 
the deciding vote.

Hospital Rate Hikes 
Hearing To Be Held 


Although not required by law to do so, the City Council agreed 


to hold a pubic hearing sometime this month on proposed rate in- 
creases at Lincoln General Hospital. 


Unless the lawmakers take action within the next 30 days, the 


room rate hikes will go into effect June 1. The increases average 
10%. 


In a letter to the council, Lincoln General Administrator 


Robert Brungard maintained the hikes are needed to reduce the 
present net operating loss and enable the hospital to reach the 
break-even point. 


Councilman Dick Baker, a member of the hospital board, 


explained that "they're losing money hand over fist out there." 


"Rumor has it that Bryan (Memorial Hospital) is going to raise 


their rates June 1," Baker said. 


Brungard reported that the rate increases will result in a $210,- 


000 increase in revenues and a $130,000 increase in net operating in- 
come during the current fiscal year. 


Under the proposed rate schedule, the price of a semi-private 


room would go up from $52 a day to $58, a private room would go 
up from $58 a day to $64, a deluxe room would go up from $66 to $75 
and a three-bed room would go up from $46 to $52. Intensive care 
charges would increase from $120 a day to $135. 


Councilwoman Helen Boosalis asked the city attorney to draft 


an ordinance requiring the council to approve any rate changes at 
Lincoln General Hospital. Under the present law, the rates can go 
into effect within 30 days with or without council concurrence.

Viewpoints On Obscenity Aired

A Lincoln minister said he believes 


government representatives should in- 
stitute and enforce censorship against 
obscenity because the law is "an instruc- 
tor, a director" to "the highest moral 
standards." 


But a Lancaster County deputy public 


defender said censorship should be 
minimized because of First Amendment 
rights guaranteed in the Constitution. 


The Rev. Jack Glass, minister at the 


First Assembly of God Church, told a 
small audience at a debate on obscenity 
and pornography what "Heaven might 
say on the subject." 


"Isaiah said, 'I will set up my standard 


to the people.' 


"I think there are people in Nebraska 


without standards," Glass said. 


"You and I are never going to be higher 


than our standards ... We are what we 
read and we are what we see ... That is 
why rules should be set by people with 
the highest standards of the community, 
not the lowest," he said. 


Glass also said he believes there is a 


connection between obscenity and crime 
and quoted the Bible, "As a man thinketh 
wrong, so is he." 


Lancaster County Deputy Public 


Defender Paul Conley said that although 


be may not approve of a lot of "triple-X 
movies," the obscenity statutes as they 
now stand are legally unsound. 


"Justice Potter Stewart in 1964 said 'I 


don't know how to define it. but I know it 
when I see it.' 


"I'm afraid many of us don't have that 


wisdom, and need a better definition," 
Conley said. 


He said laws dealing with freedom of 


expression, or First Amendment rights, 
are unfair in that people don't know until 
after the Supreme Court rules on their ac- 
tions whether or not they broke the law. 


That is because there is no consistent, 


clear definition of obscenity, he said, 
whereas there is a law which clearly says 
if a person doesn't stop at a stop sign, he 
or she has broken the law. 


The Supreme Court, in the Miller vs. 


California decision last June, defined 
obscenity as anything which, "taken as a 
whole, appeals to the prurient interest in 
sex; which portrays sexuai conduct in a 
patently offensive way, and which taken 
as a whole, does not have serious, 
literary, artisitc or scientific value." 


Conley said he favors a law which keeps 


obscene materials away from juveniles 
and those people who do not want to see 
it ("unsuspecting recipients"). 


But he said the new "Miller rule" 


protects adults who don't care and are 


not offended by obscene material. 


He said that a theater operator in a 


Georgia county, for example, was 
prosecuted for showing "Carnal 
Knowledge," an R-rated film, because it 
was found to be unacceptable in that loca- 
tion, although Conley said he thinks it 
would not have been in "99.997o" of the 
counties in the United States. 


He said a major fault with the new 


obscenity standard is that it places the 
burden on the defendent to prove that his 
material had some "serious" social 
redeeming value, while the previous stan- 
dards forced the prosecutor to show that 
the piece was "utterly without social 
redeeming value." 


"There is something wrong with that in 


a country where everyone is assumed in- 
nocent until proven guilty," Conley said. 


"The First Amendment is drafted very 


broadly," he said, "and any en- 
croachments must be strenuously 
watched. We must be careful not to take 
away more than we intend to," he said. 


The debate was sponsored by the 


Nebraska Civil Liberties Union.

Ehrlichman. who was Nixon's 
chief domestic adviser, wanted 
Nelson to reaffirm the milk 
producers' promise of J2 million 


in hght of a milk-price increase 
that the 
President had just 


ordered. Kaimbach said Nelson 
agreed, the sources said. The 
next day the administration 
made its public announcement 
of the price increase of 27 cents 
per hundredweight, which added 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
to the income of dairy farmers.

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Capitol Parking Jam Feared 1 


In the near future state employes and 


visitors may find the fighting fiercer for the 
limited number of parking spaces near the 
Capitol. 


Stan Matzke, director of administrative 


services, said Monday a total of 700 parking 
stalls could be lost to construction projects 
within the next two years. 


When excavation begins this summer on 


the new State Office Building and its two 
parking garages, Matzke said 450 cars will 
have to be parked elsewhere. 


Another 250 stalls could be lost if the State 


Historical Society next year is authorized to 
begin construction of a new museum on the 


block bounded by G & H Sts. and 15th & 16th 
Sts. 


Add to those 700 cars searching for a spot 


100 drivers who are on the state's waiting list 
for a parking stall, and Matzke said there 
could be "a serious parking problem." 


To head off the problem, Matzke said the 


state is presently negotiating for a lease on a 
vacant block bounded by 18th & 19th Sts. and 
K & L Sts. He said the lot is owned by the 
Courtney estate. 


While leasing the Courtney block would 


provide parking for 250 cars, it would not 
solve the problem. 


"By the time the next Legislature meets, 


this could be a serious problem," he said.

Nebraska's Quality Department Stores 
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Railroads Ask Valuation Rate Cut

Nebraska's five major 


railroads Monday asked the 
State Board of Equalization to 
raise the capitalization and ob- 
solescence rates and to assess 
railroad property at the same 
rate used for farms and homes. 


If adopted, the measures 


would reduce the assessed valua- 
tion of railroad property in 
Nebraska by millions of dollars 
and thereby cut property taxes 
paid by the railroads. 


The board is not likely to ap- 


prove or alter the railroads' 
assessed valuations until July, 
according to State Tax Com- 
missioner William E Peters 


Here is what the railroads are 


seeking1 


— a cut in the valuation rate 


from the 35% level used for 
railroad to the 25.4% average 
valuation rate used for farms, 
homes and businesses 


— a hike in the rate of ob- 


solescence from 35% to 40% 


— and a raise in the rate of 


capitalization from 8'/2% to 10- 
11% (The board raised the rate 
last year from 7%% to 8% ) 


Herbert Knudsen, represen- 


ting the Burlington Northern, 
told the board, "It's only proper 
that property be taxed on tbe 
same basis." He said a large 
percentage of the Burlington's 
branch lines are not returning 
any income. 


Jerome Conlon, the tax direc- 


tor for the Chicago & North 
Western, said the capitalization 
rate needs to be raised if the 
railroads, and his own in par-

ticular. are going to be able to 
meet the demand for moving 
gram to the ports on the Gulf of 
Mexico 


With the prime interest rate 


approaching 11%, Conlon said, it 
is necessary for the capitaliza- 
tion rate to be raised if the 
railroads are going to be able to 
buy more grain hoppers. 


"We bought 2.000 covered 


hoppers last year. We hope to 
buy 2.000 more this year," 
Conlon said 


He told the board the ob- 


solescence rate should be raised 
to help offset "overbuilding" by 
the railroads in the late 1800s 
when there was no competition 
from air and highway freight 


Noting the C&NW's lines, 


Conlon said, "When you ter- 
minate in Wyoming, you have a 
problem. The best thing we 
could do for the railroad is to 
move Los Angeles to Wyoming." 


Gov J James £xon, board 


chairman, questioned whether 
the railroads could be compared 
to farms and homes for property 
tax assessment purposes. He 
noted that there are no 
capitalization rates or ob- 
solescence 
rates 
for 


homeowners, in addition to the 
obsolescence factor, deprecia- 
tion is deducted for railroad 
equipment. 


"I don't see how (homes and 


railroads) are comparable,"

Robert E. Burkley of the First 


National Bank in Fairbury was 
elected vice president. Elected 
to the executive council were 
Paul Amen of the National Bank 
of Commerce in Lincoln, Carl 
Brady of the Douglas County 


"I'm 
talking about the 


expanded financial operations of 
the larger retailers and manufac- 
turers/' Morthland said. 


The outstanding balance on 


the Sears credit card operation 
was bigger than that of either of 
the two national bank charge 
card systems, according to a re- 
cent study, Morthland said. 


"Lest bankers get the impres- 


sion these financial activities are 
just sidelines for these cor- 
porations, let me assure you it's 
just not so," Morthland said.

Thone: 'Throw Book' 
At Oil Crisis Profiteers 


Washington — "The federal 


government should 'throw the 
book' at any and all who illegally 
profited from the past winter's 
oil crisis," declared Rep. Charles 
Thone, R-Neb., Monday in his 
weekly newsletter. 


"Now under investigation are 


transactions which may have 
resulted in more than $100 
million of illegal profits in gas- 
oline, home heating oil, diesel 
fuel and propane," stated the 
Nebraska congressman. 


He explained that under the 


law, violators must roll back 
their prices, refund overcharges 
to customers and may be liable 
to a $2,500 fine for each day they 
violated legal price ceilings. 


"Prosecutors should make a 


Concerted effort to exact 
maximum penalties against 
those who thus flouted this law," 
Thone emphasized. 


"When the Arabian boycott 


was placed on shipping any oil to 
America last fall, we had a 
genuine crisis on our hands," 
said Thone. "We must make 
sure that the big oil companies 
didn't profit illegally while the 
rest of us were sacrificing." 


Labeling propane prices 


"outrageous," Thone said 
"propane prices rose as much as 
350%." 


"I support legislation that

only 38% of the market for 
financial services, down from 
57% from 1946. 


Morthland said the reason for 


the decline in banks' share of the 
market is that banks are limited 
in their flexibility. 


"It is clear that regulation — 


even though desirable — is a 
competitive handicap for 
banks." Morthland said. "But 
too often new needs develop or 
old ones change while the 
regulations do not. 


Morthland also said banks 


could do more "horn-blowing" 
on their own behalf. 


"We already provide loans at 


lower rates than most of our 
competitors, but the public 


doesn't seem to know It," he 
said. 


While Morthland devoted his 


remarks to the subject of "new 
challengers", the retiring presi- 
dent of the Nebraska Bankers 
Association limited his com- 
ments almost exclusively to a 
new move by an old competitor, 
a savings and loan institution.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - If a 


man suddenly takes off like 
Ponce de Leon in pursuit of a 
fount of youth the chances are 
he is thinking more of his bank 
book than his vanity. 


Many men fear — with good 


reason — that gray hair and 
wrinkles can keep them out of 
the competition for a new job or 
a promotion. 


"Why is our country the only 


one with such an emphasis on 
youth?" asked Lucy Jarvis, 
NBC's Emmy and Peabody 
award winning documentary 
producer. "Why do we believe 
that to be young is to be 
beautiful; with it, productive, 
energetic and resourceful?" 


Mrs. Jarvis set out a few 


months ago to find the answers 
to these questions in a documen- 
tary, "The Pursuit of Youth." 
She was in Los Angeles to film 
sequences in a beauty boutique, 
where a 5&-year-old man was 
having 20 years taken off his 
appearance, and to interview 
vigorous and active people in 
their golden years. 


She said her research shows 


that an enormous increase in 
population after World War II 
made it necessary to establish 
mandatory retirement and shove 
old people out to pasture to 
make way for the young people 
coming along. 


"What started out as an 


economic base has become a 
psychological base," she said. 
"To be old has become a stigma. 
People in their 60s feel they're 
over the hill. 


"In a sense, what we're saying 


in our show is that youthfulness 
and vigor and new thinking is a 
state of mind and not 
chronological." 


Mrs. Jarvis points out that the 


population growth is slowing 
down and that within 25 years 
half of the American population 
will be middle-aged. Medical 
research is also extending the 
life span. 


"That means the 2lst century 


will be the middle-aged , 
century," she said. "With in- : 
creased automation and the use , 
of atomic energy, that are we ! 
going to do with all these

people? How are you going to oc- , 
cupy their time and energy? - 
They can't just sit in front of the 
TV set. I can tell you that next to . 
nothing is being done to train I 
people to cope with healthy, ;

DALLAS (AP) — Buddy Allin learned

Indy Takes Up Where It Left Off 


The Indianapolis Motor Speedway, where the original 


500-mile race is held annually at the end of May, spent the 
past year trying to improve its safety image. It hasn't 
succeeded ... at least it doesn't look like it. 


The first car on the track Monday for the start of 


practice for this year's race had an accident before it even 
got out of the pits. 


Mike Hiss, the 1972 Rookie of the Year, pulled his 


new Eagle-Offenhouser-powered car away from the pits 
and promptly hit veteran U.S. Auto Club steward Walt 
Myers. 


Myers, who is 71-years old, tried to jump out of the 


way, but didn't quite make it. He was taken to the infield 
hospital and treated for a broken hip and a broken left 
wrist. Later, he was moved to an Indianapolis hospital. 


You'll recall last year's tragic sequence of events 


which resulted in deaths of driver Swede Savage and a pit 
crew member who was killed by a fire truck on its way to 
Savage's flaming car. Numerous fans were burned when 
flames slot into the stands as Salt Walther's car crashed 
just past the start-finish line at the beginning of the race. 


Perhaps it isn't fair to say the improvements are a 


failure, but the accident Monday proves how dangerous 
Indianapolis can be to spectators, officials and drivers 
alike. 


The first change, one that should have been made 


years ago, was to remove the first four rows of boxes 
along the main straightaway. That's where the spectators 
were burned by the fuel from Walther's car. 


The pit area was extended by 865 feet and the 


opening where cars enter from the track was widened so 
entry can be made coming out of the fourth turn. The pit 
row also was widened by five feet. 


Better View For Starter 


In past years, both the starter and chief steward had 


views of the field coming down the straightaway from 
ground level. Both have been criticized for giving a green 
flag when the cars actually weren't in the alignment they 
qualified for the start. This has been blamed for two first 
lap accidents in recent years. 


Now, they will be on an elevated platform on the out- 


side of the track, immediately behind the outer retaining 
wall at the start-finish line. 


It will be a two-level structure enabling all concerned 


officials to be at least 15 feet above the track. Additional- 
ly, the outside wall has been increased to a uniform 
height of 32 inches. 


In compliance with guidelines established by the 


Federal Energy Office, the Speedway has reduced prac- 
tice time by approximately 55 per cent. Normally, prac- 
tice has started on May 1 and there have been four days of 
qualifying time. 


Qualifying has been reduced to two days, with the 


first one coming up Saturday, allowing just five practice 
days, if it doesn't rain. Contrary to the song, it does rain in 
Indianapolis in the summertime and spring, too. 


There'll probably be no repeat of the pace car run- 


ning into a photographer's stand as happened a few years 
ago when an Indianapolis automobile dealer drove the 
car. 


Jim Rathmann, winner of the 500 in 1960, will drive 


the Hurst-Olds pace car for the fourth time. Rathmann 
knows his way around the track, having finished second 
three times and been among the first 10 finishers three 
other times.

Copper speculators 


nationwide are apparently 
cramping banking and 
business to the point that even 
bank officials are pleading 
that a penny saved is a penny 
better spent. 


Beginning with the Federal 


Reserve System and filtering 
down through federal banks, 
their subsidiaries, and 
businesses which bank with 
them, pennies are being 
rationed to customers, 
sometimes only one-quarter 
as much as the customer 
ordered, here in Lincoln. 


John Shipferling, vice 


president and cashier of the 
National Bank of Commerce, 
said NBC now has about $60 
worth of pennies in the vault. 
That compares with a not un- 
common $2.000 figure up until 
the past few weeks, he said. 


Chick Bartlett, owner of 


Bartlett's Hobby Town, said 
the penny shortage is the 
result of people holding on to 
the coins for their cooper con- 
tent. 


Copper now sells for $1.25 a 


pound. Should the price rise to 
more than $1.50 a pound, the 
copper in a coin will be worth 
more than one cent, he said. 


He said it now costs the 


government more than one 
cent to make a penny, if the 
cost of labor and production 
costs are included. 


But he said hoarding the 


pennies is senseless. 


Firstly, he said, an order 


from U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury George Shultz has 
made it illegal to melt pen- 
nies, or to export them to be 
melted. 


And secondly, he said, pen- 


nies contain about 10% "im- 
purities" for hardness, and 
the process of melting them 
and extracting the pure 
copper requires much more 
precision than is possible for 
anyone except a chemist with 
all the right equipment. 


Still, the shortage persists, 


he said, because people don't 
understand or don't know 
those things. 


A bank officer from the 


First National Bank said his 
bank still receives about the 
same amount of pennies from 
the Federal Reserve. 


The shortage results, he 


said, because customers are 
not returning the pennies, as 
they used to. 


The bank's only source of 


pennies, other than the 
Federal Reserve, he said, is 
parking meters. 


To cope with the shortage, 


he said, the bank is giving first 
priority to commercial 
business and member banks. 
Cashiers give almost no pen- 
nies to customers who walk in 
off the street, he said.

Delay By Sirica Indicates 1 
Compromise On 64 Tapes

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Court 


action on 64 presidential tapes 
was postponed Monday, in- 
dicating an accommodation may 
be in the works to avoid a court 
fight between the White House 
and the special Watergate 
prosecutor. 


The five-day postponement 


was on a hearing on a White 
House motion to quash a sub- 
poena for the tapes. U. S. 
District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica moved the hearing from 
Wednesday to May 13. 


"The continuance was granted 


for the purpose of facilitating 
discussions leading to possible 
compliance with the subpoena," 
the judge said in a brief an- 
nouncement. 


Meanwhile the Senate 


Watergate committee said the 
transcripts of presidential tapes 


released by the White House 
"are suspect" and "neither com- 
plete nor accurate." 


The committee told the U.S. 


Cort of Appeals that despite the 
release of the transcripts it still 
needs the tapes of five conver- 
sations subpoenaed last July 23. 


"The committee should not 


have to perform its legislative 
missions on the basis of 
transcripts that are suspect," the 
committee told the court, 
come to someee e 
ccom- 


modation." 


White House counsel James D. 


St. Clair said he had asked for 
the extra five days "to permit 
the special prosecutor and 
myself to see whether we can 
come to some accomodation." 


In his motion last week to halt 


the subpoena St. Clair had in- 
dicated that the fight might be 


carried to the Supreme Court. 


The judge's announcement in- 


dicated that there is a possibility 
that an agreement can be 
worked out to avoid a fight 
similar to last year when the 
White House went to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals to avoid 
yielding other subpoenaed tapes. 


Twenty of the 64 conversations 


subpoenaed were made public 
last week in the edited 
transcripts distributed by the 
White House. 


But where those transcripts 


covered mainly presidential con- 
versations that took place in 
February, March and April last 
year, the Jaworski subpoena 
asked for tapes of Nixon's talks 
with his aides as early as June 
20, 1972. and as late as June 4, 
1973.
